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YOUNG STAIN’S STORY DENIED. 


Discrepancies Pointed Out by One of the 
Bank's Lawyers. 

PoRTLAND, Me., Oct. 15.—[Special.]—J. H. 
Drummond of this city, one of the leading 
lawyers of the State, has undertaken the 
defense of Stain, charged with the murder of 
Cashier Barron of the Dexter Bank nine 
yearsago. He outlines the line of defense 
substantially as follows: : 


I was associate counsel for the bank with Mr. 
Crosby at the trial before the Auditors of the 
suit against Mr. Barron’s estate. There were 
three different hearings—one in July, 1882, one in 
January, 1888. and the ciosing one in June, 1883. 
In my judgment young Stam's statement is 
wholly made up. e has undertaken to give de- 
tails to such an extent that he is contradicted at 
almost every point by the well-established and 
admiited facts. Icall attention to the discrep- 
ancies on the face of his statement, especially 
the oné in relation to the use of a 
wagon in February up at Bingham and 
Moscow; also to the wonderful horse 
that in the middie of February, 
when traveling in Maine is about as bad as it 
can be, took four men from Gardiner to Water- 
ville, twenty-five miles; thence to Fairfield, two 
miles, by breakfast-time; thence to Dexter, 
forty miles, by 9:30 in the evening; then one man, 
with one hour's rest, forty miies further to 
Solon, ten miles further to Bingham, and about 
ten miles further to Moscow. In the first place 
young Stain's description of the building is ma- 
terially different from the facts. In the bank 
building there is not a single private office. As 
you enter from the street you come at once 
to the foot of the stairs leading straight 
to the second story. On the second 
floor there is a mere landing—no hall. On the 
left a door opens into the savings bank, on the 
right a door opens into the National bank, and in 
fronta door opens toward you which leads di- 
rectly up-s@iirs to the Masonic Hall. The Ma- 
sonic Hall has inside blinds, which ane kept 


| closed, and if Scott watched parties entering the 


bank he must have opened the blinds and window 
and kept his head out of the window in order to 
see. It is a physical impossibility to watch persons 
entering the bank witaoutdoing so, Barron was 
not alone in the bank except for a few minutes, 
if at all. until 4:50 o'clock in the afternoon. 
In the forenoon four or five persons were 
in there at a time, and very many people 
were coming and going up the stairs to the bank 
during at least the first half of the day, and 
others were coming and going during the after- 
noon. Atonetime in the savings bank there 
were four or five persors there besides Barron. 
The statement regarding the use of Andrews’ 
office to wutch the bank is disproved by the fact 
that Mr. Andrews was all the afternoon in his of- 
fice in custody of a Sheriff who had arrested him 
on an execution. Other tacts are given showing 
that there was ubsolutely no cash in the drawer, 
and no $500 bond; also that, from the alterations 
discovered in the books of the bank, no room ex- 
ists for doubt that Barron was short in his ac- 
counts. 

Many other discrepancies between young 
Stain’s copfession and known facts are point- 
ed out which will be fully developed at the 
trial. 

At Foxboro, Mass., this morning Mrs. 
Cromwell, wife of one of the suspected as- 
sasins, produced an account-book with 
traders covering the years from 1877 to 1582, 
which shows that Cromwell was at work in 
Medford during that veriod and that Feb. 
22, 1878, the day after the Barron murder, he 
worked for Bradford Curtis hauling hay. 

A telegram from Lewiston, Me., says that 
Charles M. Curtis, clerk of the Eim House in 
Auburn, was the clerk of the Merchants’ Ex- 
change, the ee hotelin Dexter, at the 
time of the bank robbery. He said 
morning: 

I knew Andrews, Thompson, and Kelly well. 
They lived at the hotel for several weeks prior

Aamitting all that the Minneapolis paper 
may have said. itis nothing more than thou- 
sands of handsome young women from 
Washington’s ime to the present would have 
done to secure the proud and enviable posi- 
tion of “first lady in the land,” and what 
they might do is not the business of newspa- 
pers. No injunction can be laid upon private 
discussions where they do not invoive scan- 
dal, but every one in the natural fitness of 
things will resent public discussion of what 

not a public affair. People may talk about 

in their homes and among their friends, 
but there can be no excuse for printing it in 
the columns of a newspaper or on the public 
platform. There is hardly any personal sacri- 
fice a man will not make to become President; 
why also should not women make a sacrifice 
to become Presidentess so long as it involves 
nothing improper and is purely a matter of 
their own personal concern? Why should 
Mrs. Cleveland be singled out for offensive 
criticism when thousands of her sisters, 
equally good looking and bright, would have 
done the same thing if they had had the of- 
fer? Is it improper for a young or pretty 
woman to wish to exalt her social condition 
by marriage, or to seek to draw the highest 
prizes in the lottery of wedlock? Are not 
many men conspiring to secure rich, clever, 
or handsome wives—though they may not 
always get them? Is it any worse for women 
to desire lofty station and great influence 
and social grandeur? How many young 
women are there who would reject or put 
away the queenly crown of the great Repub- 
lic for four or eight years, even if the male 
mate was not slim, lean, or young? 

Mrs. Cleveland is a clever, accomplished, 
handsome, well-educated, and attractive lady 
of pure character. She has filled the posi- 
tion of mistress of the White House with as 
much grace, elegance, tact, and genuine 
womanly efficiency, young as she is, as any 
lady who has occupied that trying office since 
Martha’s time, and it will be very difficult for 
any one of her successors to acquit herself 
more acceptably. No one has ever questioned 
the right of an old bachelor to marry a hand- 
some young woman if he can getone. In- 
deed, they are usually congratulated as 
™ lucky dogs.” Has nota young woman an 
equal right to marry an old bachelor of ex- 
alted position and ample wealth if she is so dis- 
posed? Whose business is it but their own? 
The Minneapolis paper blundered, and is 
being roasted therefor. 


A LABOR DOGMA EXEMPLIFIED IN CHINA. 

Those who hold to the current doctrine that 
“labor creates all wealth can find a con- 
venient practical application of this theory 
in the civilization of China. The distinguish- 
ing characteristic of the Chinese is said to 
be “muscle, pure labor, no labor-saving 
machines, no capitalistic class, no patent 
offices.” The Chinese are not an inventive, 
progressive race, nor yet a dreamy, meta- 
physical, or even an intensely religious peo- 
ple. They believe that “this is purely a 
working world wherein a seventh day rest 
would be an impertinence.“ To them labor— 
plodding, utilitarian, physical toil, with no 
employers where they can be avoided—is the 
chief endof man. As physical laborers they 
stand preéminent among the races of the 
world. They are laborious, patient, frugal, 
self-denying, and capable of subsisting on 
half or even a quarter of what would be nec- 
essary for the support of an American or 
European laborer. There is no race in the 
world that could meet the unrestrained com- 
petition of Chinese cheap labor“ on eyen 
terms and preserve itself from pauperization. 
In the capacity for cheap subsistence and 
unremitting physical toil the Chinese can 
“best” the world. 

If, then, mere physical labor is the creator 
of all wealth the Chinese should be a people 
blessed with enormous acquired riches. They 
have the olaest and most stable Government 
od earth and occupy a larger territory than 
the United States, and their population of 
850,000,000 of unsurpassed physical laborers 
comprises one-quarter of mankind. Twenty- 
five centuries ago, when Greece was in her 
infancy and the Babylonian Empire was in 
its glory and Egypt one of the chief 
Powers of the world, China had 100,000,000 in- 
habitants, or nearly double the present pop- 
ulation of the United States. Confucius left 
China with an advanced Government and 
civilization for that period of the world. 
From that time to this the Chinese have en- 
joyed enormous advantages over other races. 
Saying nothing of the advantages derived 
from the extraordinary stability of their 
Government, they have been comparatively 
free from the two prime curses of European 
nations—devastating war and intemperance. 
Only within a recent period did the English 
introduce opium in China as the Americans 
carried whisky to the Indians. For seventy 
generations the Chinese have ‘been 
laborious, econom- 
ical, and temperate race in the 
world. Moreover, the Chinese had every 
natural advantage. In respect to soii, cli- 
mate, and possible productions the “Empire 
is fully equal to the United States, ana in 
size nearly twice as large. Its area is as 
great, ite agriculturat land as extended and 
rich, and its mineral dagosits—gold, silver, 
and especially iron and coal—as immense. 
It bas substantially the same varieties of 
climate found between New Orleans and St. 
Paul. It produces wheat, rice, corn, and cot- 
ton. The facilities for inland water trans- 
portation are good. In brief, China presents 
the spectacie of a race unsurpassed as man- 
ual laborers, occupying a vast and naturally 
rich country, overwhelming in numbers cen- 
turies before Christ appeared on earth, en- 
joying a Government unrivaied for stability, 
and putting forth in the course of a handred 
generations a sum of physical toil equaled 
in no other part of the worid. 

What are the resuits! If labor is indeed 


| the only source and creator of wealth the 


Chinese should be rich beyond the dreams 
of avarice.“ In fact, however, as their toi) 
has been that of the muscles, not of the 
brain, they are a poverty-smitten race, and 
subsist in a Manner that no white people 
could tolerate. Gen. Wilson, who has traveled 
all over the Celestial Empire, in his recent 
valuable work on China says: 


u cannot be that the Chinese have been de- 
prived of tne fruits of their labor by a . capi- 
talistic class. The laborious toilers of China 
are not wage slaves, as the Socialistic 
phrase goes, but rather an agricultural peo- 
ple, paying a small land tax to the Govern- 
ment and struggling with the soil without 
labor-saving implements for a beggarly sub- 
sistence. In the cities and towns employing 
only muscular toil and hand skill, and allow- 
ing no scope for brain power in devising in- 
ventions and applying improved meth- 


ods in the management of industrial 


enterprises, the. urban Chinese, not- 
withstanding their long hours of toil, 
have produced only enough to feed their 
mouths with scanty food and cover their 
backs with coarse cotton clothes, with noth- 
ing left for the development of great indus- 
tries or permanent improvements. Referring 
again to the great wall and the grand canal, 
Gen. Wilson makes this astounding state- 
ment: 

“It is hardly too much to say that if China 
‘should become depopulated and remain 80 
“for ten years the traveler could discover 
“but few traces of human occupation any- 
‘where within her far-reaching limits except 
the ruins of these great works.” 

After thirty or forty centumes of occupa- 
tion of W naturally rich, vast coifn- 
try by a populous, laborious, temperate, 
economical race, the permanent improve- 
ments are of such a character that if 
left untouched they would be obliter- 
ated in ten years anc only the ruins of the 
canal and the wall and a few temples would 
remain to attest the toil of the Chinese from 
a period of twenty centuries before Christ to 
the present time! The exvianation is not far 
to seek. Believing that physical labor is the 
only source of wealth and that invention and 
capital are enemies of labor, the Chinese 
have outlawed inventive genius, downed capi- 
tal and corporations, and rejected every 
labor-saving device except those of the crud- 
est character. Accordingly they have ad- 
vanced but little beyond barbarism, have 
been kept in a neck-and-neck race with hun- 
ger, and have been compelled to devour and 
wear out all they could produce by mere 
physical toil unassisted by brains. Gen. 
Wilson says: 


“They have no conception of science and no 
„vocabulary in which to formulate its principles 
“or make known ite revelations. ey have 
„stood absolutely still in knowledge since the 
middle ages. e discoveries of Galileo, New- 
“ton, and Laplace are a sealed book to them. 
“They have littie conception of mathematics, 
„and none of chemistry, mineralogy, and ge- 
“ology. They are entirely ignorant of thermo- 
“dynamics and of mechanics, and almost so of 


mining and metallurgy.“ 

Labor-saving machines, railroads, and 
steam power are unknown. They appear to 
value in some degree the skill of the work- 
man, but reject the geniusof the inventor, 
who is considered a public enemy seeking to 
deprive labor of its means of livelihood. 
Ruling out brains and making slight-skilled 
manual labor the only source of wealth, the 
Chinese, after all their unexampled toil and 
long occupancy of a rich country, are only a 
step beyond starvation, and live in poverty 
in the midst of enormous undeveloped riches. 

The United States, with a population one- 
sixth that of China, and more luxurious and 
intemperate and less laborious in habit, has 
acquired in a century from four to six times 
the wealth of the Chinese remaining after 
2,500 years of effort. The astounding con- 
trast can be explained only by the application 
in this country of brain power to the inven- 
tion of improved methods and devices and to 
the management and development of great 
industries. The Chinese reliea on labor and 
the Americans on labor plus capital and 
brain power as manifested both in invention 
and the management of business. Yet even 
in this country men are found contending for 
the fallacies of the Chinese civilization, op- 
posing the introduction of labor-saving de- 
vices, demanding the exclusion of brains 
from the industrial field, and claiming that 
mere muscular toil is the only source of 
wealth. 


A LAW THAT NEEDS AMENDING. 

The United States District Attorney of 
New York has decided that the law compels 
him to bring suit against the Church of the 
Holy Trinity in that city in the matter of its 
engagement of the English clergyman, the 
Rev. E. Walpole Warren. The offense, as 
charged in the complaint, is that the vestry 
and wardens of the church made an engage- 
ment last summer with the clergyman men- 
tioned, whois an alien and a resident of En- 
gland, tocome to this country and for an 
annual compensation to serve as its pastor or 
priest for an indefinit time, and that in pur- 
suance of the terms of the contract he landed 
in New York the 25th of last month and has 
entered upon the duties prescribed in the 
contract. * 

The District Attorney in his decision sets 
forth that the law forbids the importation of 
contract labor of “any kind,“ and that it 
cannot mean manual labor simply because it 
expressly excepts professional actors, art- 
ists, lecturers, or singers.’ Further, he 
finds that this particular case is not only a 
violation of the letter but also of the spirit 
of the law. Upon this point he says, not 
without a tinge of sarcastic humor: 


I find no relief from any knowledge I have or 
any surmises I may entertain as to the purpose 
of Congress in passing the bill. It is obviously 
an effort toapply the doctrine of the protect- 
ive tariff to the commodity known as labor. It 
is protection for the sake of protection. not for 
the sake of revenue, a feature not unknown to 
our tariff legislation. It is not for me to say, 
thereiore, when varieties of that commodity 
known as singing, lecturing, and acting are ex- 
cepted from its provisions, and the variety 
known as preachi not excep that there 
was manifest error the part of Congress in 
not making this exception. It may be true that 
in all probability. if a committee of preachers 
had had the ear of the Chairman of the Commit- 
tee on Ways und Means just before the bill was 
reported,. an exception in their behalf would 
have been inserted in the bill. With this prob- 
ability I bave nothing to do. 


It is evident from the tenor of thé District 
Attorney’s decision that he does not relish 
the job of prosecuting the Church of the 
Holy Trinity, but u is also evident that if 
the ministrations of a preacher are labor he 
is bound by the terms of the law toenforce 
it and collect the thousand-dollar penalty 
from its vestry and wardens; but he goes to 
the very core of the question when he says: 
“This statute, like every other statute in 
“our tariff system, bears the edr-marks of 
“carelessness, selfish personal interest, and 
“‘all manner of invidious discriminations.” 
Under the law forbidding the importation of 
contract labor it appears that a minister of 
the Gospel who agrees to come to this coun- 
try and preach for asalary can be shut 
out, and, if he should come, then the church 
wkich has employed him can be prosecuted 
and fined for violating it; but there is noth- 
ing in the law to prevent actors, singers, and 
lecturers coming here, good, bad, or indif- 
ferent, with or without contract, and nothing 
to prevent unskilled laborers, street-diggers, 
prize-fighters, organ-grinders, dime-museum 
freaks, Sovialists, Anarchists, and general 
riſtraſ from coming over here, only provided 
no agreement is made beforehand. In other 
words, Congress has passed a law which for. 
bids the engagement of a preacher of the 
Gospel living abroad, ut a stated compensa- 
tion, but has so fixed the law as to open the 
doors wide to actors, singers, and lecturers 
of all sorts, and places no obstacle in the 
way of the steady flow of alien paupers, 
criminals, malcontents, scrub laborers, the 
very exuvie and sewage of European cities, 
besides the Anarchistic assasins and incendi- 
aries; Socialistic conspirators may come 
here freely and plot ageinst our institutions;

THE “SILK-STOCKINGS’” TICKET. 

On the whole the “silk-stocking Demo- 
crats made pretty good nominations in their 
convention yesterday. They made a fair 
and square issue with the “short-hairs” by 
putting a brand-new ticket in the field t 
that of the toughs. Mr. Tom Breuan, who 
was indorsed yesterday, was nominated a 
week before by the short-hairs,“ but he de- 
clined their nomination. The issue, there- 
fore, is fully joined between the Democratic 
factions of respectables and toughs. It goes 
without saying that neither faction expects 
to elect a man on its ticket. If either did 
the average of both tickets would probably 
not be so good as it isconceded tobe. The 
purpose is to ascertain which is the strongest 
faction of the party and which shall control 
the Federal spoils for the future. The Re- 
publican ticket will probably poll more votes 
than both factions combined, provided of 
course that good nominations are made.

Many of the nominees for Commissioner 
are new to the public, as they were certainly 
new to the delegates that nominated them; 

Among 
those that are known Messrs. Brenan, Cody, 
Noyes, Crawford, and Allard are respectable 
men. Mr. Boyesen, the candidate for State’s 
Attorney, is a mugwump, but a lawyer and a 
gentleman. He was before the public last 
June fora few days as the candidate of a 


self-constituted committee for Judge. Fail- 


ing to receive the indorsement of the Bar 
Association he withdrew in favor of Mr. 
Frank Baker, who was elected. The vote be- 
tween Boyesen and Kettelle, the short-hairs’ 
nominee, will be the real test of strength be- 
tween the two factions, The former, though 
presumably a civil-service reformer, will 
have the hearty support of all the spoils 
Democrats attached to the Custom-House, 
while Kettelle will have the support of the 
Lawler and Mike McDonald “ toilers,” 

The action of yesterday makes it the duty 
of the Republicans to nominate a straight 
party ticket. The Democratic factions in 
their anxiety to have it out with one another 
would not listen to the offer of compromise 
by which it was hoped to secure a non- 
partisan board. The Republican convention 
ought to be called without unnecessary de- 
lay, so that the people may have a chance 
to canvass the records and availability of 
the nominees. The character of some of 
the men nominated yesterday makes it in- 
cumbent on the Republicans to nominate 
first-class men. ' 


LABOR AND LAW, 

The Knights of Labor Convention at Min 
neapolis did not close its session this last 
week as anticipated, but its remaining work 
is routine. The one feature of the session to 
attract public attention was the refusal to 
recommend the commutation of the sentence 
of death pronounced on the condemned Chi- 
cago.Anarchists. That was an unmistakable 
if somewhat timid repudiation of anarchy, 
and as such cannot fail to be of benefit to the 
country. The truth is, those who live by 
their own toil are especially interested in 
maintaining the authority of law. They 
form a controlling majority of the American 
people, and through the ballot can enact or 
repeal laws to suit themselves. The recog- 
nition of this fact by Legislatures ex- 
plains largely the special protection la- 
bor enjoys in this country, and that both in 
exemptions from debts and in collections. 
The workingman’s tools, his little homestead, 
his household goods, etc., cannot be taken 
from him in satisfaction of even a judgment 
debt, and, on the other hand, the wages due 
him for labor is afirst len. Knights of La- 
bor understand all this, though it is wholly 
ignored by the Anarchists. 

With rare exceptions the Socialists and 
Anarchists are not workingmen. Of the 
seven convicted murderers now in Cook 
County Jail only one was a laboring man. 
Fielden stands out in this respect an excep- 
tion to the general rule. Barring a few scat- 
ter-brain cranks their animosity to law is 
based on the fact that the law guards the 
fruits ot honest toil and its twin brother, 
legitimate enterprise, from the wolves of so- 
ciety who prowl about the outskirts of labor 
to pick up a living without earning it. For 
the most part these enemies of lawful ac- 
cumulations congregate in large cities, doing 
so for substantially the same reason that 
burglars and pickpockets do. By preying 
on the credulity and ignorance of the lower 
strata of industrial society they hope to live 
without work. To foment trouble bet veen 
labor and capital is their special stock in 
trade. Their intermeddling has cost the in- 
dustry of this country many millions of dol- 
lars. Carried out logically the Minneapolis 
repudiation will be the excision of a cancer 
which imminently threatened to eat into the 
very vitals of american industry. 

There is nothing in the institutions of this 
country to develop this sort of pest. Unfort- 
unately, the dregs and offscourings of all 
Europe gravitate hither on the supposition 
that with us freedom means license to make 
war upon law and prey upon honest toil with 
no fear of retribution. Glib-tongued ranters 
advocating pillage and murder have assumed 
to speak in the name of the working classes, 
and until how their claim went unrebuked. 
Too long did organized labor allow itself 
to be used as a kind of breastworks behind 
which the bombthrower couldskulk. Them- 
selves few in number, the Anarchists 


thought to overawe society by a great show | 


of alliance with the industrial multitude. It 
is safe to say that Carter Harrison would 
never have played the demagog in toleration 
of the red flag of destruction had he realized 
the numerical insignificance of the destruc- 
tionists. Organized labor is not bound to 
bloodthirsty rufflanism by a common tie of 
infamy, as he seemed to suppose; but, on the 
contrary, is drawn by every consideration of 
intelligent seif-interest to make common 
cause with all friends of law and order, 
without the slightest regard to the amount 
of capital accumulated, The poor man witha 
little domestic furniture and only a few 
dollars due him is as anxious to keep 
what he has got and get what is 
due him as the millionaire is to hold on to his 
accumulations, ana the law shows far more 
anxiety to protect the former than the latter. 
The Sheriff cannot lay hands on what de- 
longs to the poor man, but the exemptions 
which come to his relief do not apply to the 
rich or even the weil-to-do. Special liens and 
special exemptions alike attest the partiality 
of law to the humbler and less fortunate 
class. 

It was certainly high time the organized in- 
dustry of this country prociaimed its an- 
tipathy to those who make war on their 


itive. The time has come for plain talk. Or- 
ganized murder should be made distinctly to 


understand that cutthroats and assasins are 


outside the sympathy of all decent men, 
whether rich or poor, The sword of the 
vandal has been drawn and it must be 
broken. ‘he issue of law and anarchy hav- 
ing been joined, there can be no honorable or 
prudent discharge in this warfare until it is 


settled which shall triumph. The decision 


cannot come too soon or be too emphatic. 


Register Tuesday. 

Next Tuesday is registration day in the city, 
and in Hyde Park, Lake, Lake View, Cicero, and 
Jefferson. Under the new law it is the only day 
for registration this year in these places. The 
election judges and clerks will be at the polling 
stations Tuesday, between the hours of 8 a. m. 
and 9 p. m., to add names to the registry,as in the 
case of the general registration. Those who have 
not been hitherto registered, but who are other- 
wise qualified voters, ought to note this fact. 
There will be opportunity at the noon hour or 
after work to get registered. There is no occa- 
sion for any one to lose his vote. 

Tuesday also will be the day for the transfer 
of the names of voters who may have removed 
from the precincts in which they were registered 
last spring. All such voters will have to present 
themselves at their former polling-place to get 
certificates of transfer, showing that they were 
registered at that place and that they have 
moved away. On presenting these certificates 
duly signed by the judges of the old precinct to 
the judges of the precinct in which they now re- 
side the names are registered in the latter pre- 
cinct. This matter of transfer is simple, It 
takes only a few minutes, The process can be 
tacilitated by the election clerks, who as à rule 
are now intelligent and active, Failure to trans- 
fer will of course cause loss of vote. No man 
can vote unless registered in the precinct in 
which fie resides. Even changes of residence 
within a precinct must be reported to the judges 
Tuesday to insure a vote. 

The people of the suburban towns who are to 
vote on the question of annexation are specially 
interested in the registration this year. The 
changes of residence in the suburbs and from the 
city to the suburbs are numerous. There is a 
large percentage of new residents added to the 
suburbs every summer. Last summer was not 
an exception. All these new residents require 
to be registered in the precincts in which they 
now reside. In view of the importance of the an- 
nexation issue it is desirable that every man en- 
titled to vote should do so and have his name on 
the registry to that end. The issues of the election 
are also of grave importance to all residents of 
the city and suburbs, involving as they do the 
adoption of the new Jury Commission law, which 
the boodlers, jury-fixers, monopolists, Anarchists, 
and professional balers and criminals are 
plotting to defeat; the issue of 61.000. 
000 bonds on the county credit, and the 
election of a full County Board, which shall have 
the expenditure of the same. It takes little time 
to get registered or to have a name transferred 
from one registry to the other in case of removal. 
No good citizen will fail to avail himself of the 
facilities offered. 

It may not be amissin this connection to call 
the attention of those of the foreign nationalities 
who have been agitating the question of natural- 
ization to the fact that if the new citizens are to 
have a vote this year they must get out their pa- 
pers by Tuesday and get registered by 9 o'clock 
that evening. 

Remember that Tuesday is the last and only 
day for registration and transfer in Chicago and 
the surrounding suburbs this year. The polls 


| will de open from 8 o'clock in the morning till 9 


o’clock in the evening. 


O’Connor and Esmonde Coming West. 

A Chicago gentleman who has been in England 
during the summer says: “The impression left 
on my mind as I quitted England was that the 
Irish were half-way through their contest, and 
that they must keep up their efforts earnestly if 
they want to prevail in this generation.” This is 
a fair statement of the case. There is little 
doubt that the Irish leaders wili be equal to the 
situation if properly supported. Only two dangers 
threaten now. One is that the more thoughtless 
and reckless of the peasantry may be driven 
by the coercive policy of the Govern- 
ment into rash, dangerous, and erim- 
inal courses which would alienate. outside 
sympathy and make the English people who are 
now friendly to home rule hostile. The second 
danger is lack of funds to carry on the agitation 
in Ireland and to maintain the Home-Rule organ- 
ization. There is not much to fear from the first 
danger, because Mr. Parnell has his people well 
in hand and his counsel is constantly for peace 
and patience. The revelations of the moonlight 
informer Cullinan will also have the effect of 
keeping the peasantry outside the pale of the 
secret societies. There is most to fear from lack 
of funds. Owing to the numerous evictions the 
drain on the financial resources of the league in 
Ireland is very heavy; the expenses of the yearly 
registrations and lawsuits, which must be 
closely watched, are also quite large. The re- 
ceipts from America have fallen off considerably 
during the last year. 

Mr. Arthur O'Connor and Sir Thomas Grattan 
Esmonde, two members of the Parnellite Par 
liamentary party, are now in this country to urge 
more activity on the part of the league and to 
lecture in aid of the funds of the organization. 
They have had large and successful meetings in 
New York, Boston, and other Eastern cities. 
They will visit the Western cities in eight or ten 
days, beginning in Milwaukee Oct. 26 and speak- 
ing in Chicago two evenings later. They will no 
doubt be enthusiastically received by their coun- 
trymen here and throughout the Northwest, and 
the funds of the league will be handsomely in- 
creased and the organization made more service- 
able as the result of their visit, 


Effect of Anarchistic Lying, 

There has been a great deal of method in the 
simulated madness of the fellows who have been 
denouncing the verdict against the Chicago An- 
archists and the decision of the Illinois Supreme 
Court on the justice of that verdict. The Anarch- 
istic orators and writers have lied systematically, 
deliberately, and persistently about the charao- 
ter of the charges made against the condemned 
seven and ae evidence on which the verdict was 
based. The speeches of the condemned men 
before sentence was passed, which abounded in 
glaring falsehoods, have been scattered broadcast 
over America and Great Britain, and lying 
pamphlets about the case have been circulated 
by the ton in every considerable centre of popu- 
lation in those countries, The effect of this 
propaganda of falsehood has been to make 
many too benevolent people think that 
Spies and his companions are not nearly so black 
as they have been painted, and that the punish- 
ment fixed by the jury in their case is too severe 
if not altogether unwarranted and undeserved. 
Of course nobody pays any attention to the rav- 
ings of the Nihilist fanatics, Krapotkin and 
Stepniak, or to the mendacity of the fellow 
Blackwell, who is probably the pretended cler- 
gyman of that name who was locked up bere 
last summer for making a general nuisance of 
himself and pretending to be what he is not—a 
Catholic priest. But philanthropic men who 
have no sympathy with Anarchism, like William 
Morris, the poet, and the Rev. Stewart Headlam, 
appear, from their remarks at the London meet- 
ing Friday, to have taken the lies of the Anarch- 
ists’ agents as gospel truth.

THE BOOM IN SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA. 

Speculation in reul estate in Southern Cali- 
fornia is still highly aetive, but San Diego is 
now absorbing more interest than Los Ange- 
les. A well-known Chicagoan who has looked 
the ground over carefully says that, while 
property has advanced rapidly, there is a 
good basis for the rise and the reaction, if 
any, in good properties will not be great. He 
looks for a collapse in outside holdings, 
which will probably come next spring. 
Prices are still rising somewhat in Los An- 
geles, but San Diego 18 the boom town. The 
immediate reason for this is the construction 
of railroads to that place and the improve- 
ment of the harbor, which is one 
of the best in thé world. The town 
which numbered a populatio of 
4.000 to 5,000 a year ago, has now 15,000 to 
19,000 and is growing at the rate of 10 per 
cent a month. The highest price for inside 
business lots is about $500 per front foot, but 
good ones can be had as low as§200. He does 
not consider that these prices are high, con- 
sidering the advantages and promise of the 
locality. But the boom extends through all 
the region, and viidlages are being laid out for 
miles around. Lots in these villages sell as 
bigh as 61,000 each, and the auctioneers have 
difficulty in offering property as fast as it is 
wanted. People from all parts of the country 
are pouring in and are buying lots they never 
saw. This is the dangerous feature of the 
situation. The demand in the city is so 
great that there is no time to give any 

cular property the study that would 
ordinarily be given to rea! estate. While the 
careful man is deliberating whether he will 
buy of not the fevered speculator comes 
along and takes the property. It is the usual 
story of speculation in such places. The 
boomer buys aud sells within a week and 
makes a profit of 50 per cent or re. The 
crowd 18 Such that it is difficult for the vis- 
itor to get accommodations, but if anybody 
wants à house a carpenter will put him up 
one in a day, and he will be charged $40 a 
month rent. A great many improvements 
are béifig made in the town. Streets are laid 
out and improved on a large scale, and the 
activity in the constfuctioh of wharves is 
ae notaceabie. Claus Spreckels is 
Uilding a wharf 3,300 feet long.

‘I have appointed a 
commission, eharged to lay before me a plan for 
the erection Of a lunatic asylum in conformity 
with the rules of hunianity and morality. When 
you again visit Rome your just and pious wishes 
will have been fulfilled. thank you for your 
communications.

The American Skylark in England. 
The Duke of Argyll, writing to the London 
Times trom Inverary, says: “The Americans 
have tried to introduce our skylark into their 
country, and there are several American birds 


which would be an interesting addition to our 
own. Inthe autumn of 185 I procured about 
twenty hving specimens of the red-winged Amer- 
ican starling, or marsh blackbird (Angelaius 
Phaniceus). They were kept in confinement dur- 
ing the winter of 1885-'86, and were liberated in 
the spring of 1886, when insect food had become 
abundant. They were seen for some weeks aft- 
erwards apparently well able to make their liv- 
ing. But they mage ome gy Basen disappeared, 
and it would be carious to know whether any of 
them have been seen in England or elsewhere in 
Last week the man who attended them 
when in captivity saw here a party of five of 
them — ang Sage the berries of the mountain ash. 
This looks like a family party—a pair and three 

oung ones. If so, they may be established in 

zurope. They would be an interesting addition 
to our native birds. from their liveliness and 
handsome plumage. May I add that I hope they 
will be looked for, looked at, and reported, but 
not shot, or, as the phrase goes, ‘fortunately 
procured?’ ” 


The Origin of Monte Cristo,

an autograph letter of Balzac's. from Which it 
would appear that the original idea of Dumas’

likely. To Dumas, who willingly acknowledged 
his indebtedness for the plots of his novels to all 
sorts and conditions of people, including his 
„ ſarvey in ordinary.“ a simple suggestion uf the 
kind from Balzac, or from any one else, we uld 
have been sufficient for the framework of a story. 
A journey such as we are told the creator of Bal- 
thazar Claes undertook in seareh of the gold or 
jewels which his reading or hié fancy had con 
jured up, must have given rise toa hundred dis- 
cussions. Ite very failure may have induced Du- 
mas to write Monte Cristo," partly in order to 
show his own skill, partly in order to still further 
mystify his eminent friend, who suffered through- 
out his life from a chronic excess of imagination,

His Friends Want Him to Resign, Promis- 
lag to Elect Him to the Chamber of

Gen. Boulanger is not permitted to 
leave his house or to receive any one, not 
even his so-often-favored newspaper corre- 
spondents. A sentinel is stationed before 
the house with strict orders to see that the 
sentence be rigidly observed. Gen. de Braye, 
Boulanger’s second in command, has suc- 
ceeded him as commander of the Thirteenth 
Army Corps. The greatest anxiety prevails 
in Paris as to what line of conduct Boulanger 


will deem most politic and popular 
to pursue in his new situation. 
Very. few. believe that. he will 


quietiy submit to such rigid confinement, and 
his resignation is already rumored. Bou- 
langer quite lost his head when the attempts 
which were being made to involve him in 
the Caffarel scandal became patent, and the 
manner in which he spoke against his superi- 
or officer has always, as the Temps points 
out, been punished by immediate retirement. 
The milder sentence which his offense has 
met with should not for a moment be 
ascribed to the magnanimity of his rivai— 
Ferron—but is really the highest tribute 
which has as yet been paid to 
the undoubted popularity of the General. 
The last wish of the Ferron faction is to 
have Boulanger back in Paris, which would 
have been the case had he been retired for 
insubordination.. Indeed, in the belief 
this usual punishment for eumilar offenses 
would be meted out to him, it had already 
been arranged un a Deputy devoted to this 
cause should resign and Boulanger be elected 
to the coming Chamber, and there are many

A TERRIBLE SAILKOAD WRECK 


It Occurred Near Emporia, Kas.—It Is 
Feared Many Persons Were Killed. 
Emporis, Kas., Oct, 15.— [Special. A bad 
wreck took place today at noon on the Santa 
Fé about twenty-four miles west of this city, 
which has delaved all trains bound west. Five 
passengers are held at this place and more 
are coming. The wreck was caused by a 
passenger-train running into the tail end of 
a construction-train which was unable to 
get off the main track on account of a 
switch sticking.

It possesses a journal which appears at neces- 
sary intervals, and has already formed the 
nucleus of a Bacon-Shakspeare — The 
avowed object of the members is to give a 
fair and exhaustive decision to the whole 
case. At their meetings papers have been 
read on such subjects. as “Did Ba- 
con Write Shakspeare!““ Shakspeare the 
Lawyer, Bacon the Péet,” “Bacon as 
Viewed by His Biographers,” and so on. 
Towards Mr. Donnelly’s discovery at present 
they stand in the position of neutrals. In- 
deed, sone items in his anticipated narrative 
are entirely distasteful to them. They have, 
they say, every desire to be convinced, but 
tney walk not by faith, but by sight. ey 
want evidence of a direct character.

BARRY AND BAILY MUST GO 


KNIGHTS OF LABOR CONVENTION IN 
A BIG ROW. 


Powderly’s Friends Make a Move to Oust 
the Obnoxious Members and Cause a 
Great Deal of Excitement—The Proceed- 
ings Secret but the Main Points Leak 
Out—Little Doubt that the Outcome 
Will Be Favorable to the Master Work- 
man—The Effect on the Order. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Oct. 15.—[Special.]— 
There was a genuine sensation among the 
Knights of Labor delegates today was 
the report that Master Workman Powderly 
had become so discouraged over the lack of 
harmony which exists in the Executive Board 
that he had concluded to resign from the first 
office in the order. In fact, it came from very 
trustworthy sources that Mr. Powderly had 
written a peremptory resignation at 12:30 
o'clock this morning. He proposes to 
resign from the office of Master Workman 
uniess the General Assembly at its session 
today makes some very material changes 
in the Executive Board. The changes which 
the Master Workman insists shall he made 
are none less than that Barry and Bailey be 
re moved from the board. As was stated sev- 
eral days ago, these two men were not in har- 
mony with the remainder of the board and 
that there was likely to be music before the 
convention’s final adjournment. The circus 
has begun. It may be that it is a crisis in 
the Knights of Labor. Barry was seen on 
the street last evening conversing excitedly 
with other delegates. The Execuiive 
Board, together with Worthy Foreman 
Griffith and Secretary Litchman, had a meet- 


ing last night. The greatest possible secrecy 
was observed. It was proposed to reduce the 
Executive Board to three members. This 
proposition failed. Late in the afternoon it 
was proposed to make the board's member- 
ship four and give the Muster Workman the 
appointing power. 

r. Powderly now seems determined to 
have barmony on the Exevutive Board or not 
remain longer in office. The pronounced Pow- 
derly faction in the convention numbers about 
150 delegates. It may be that some of 
these Powderiy men cannot see suflicient 
reasous for the removal of Barry and Bailey, 
and if they refuse to stand by Puwderly he 
wil) certainly resign. 

Mr. Powderly today said: “Ihave written 
no resignation. There is not a word of truth 
in the story. As to the trouble mentioned 1 
decline to say a word one way orthe other.” 

T. B. MoGuire, also member ot the board, 
said: “There is certainly a big fight on over 
this matter. I don’t think Powderly has 
written any resignation, and I have no idea 
that he will. But it is pretty evident that 
somebody has got to go. The fight will bea 
bitter one. The whole matter will be fully 
investigated and aired.”’ 

The delegates interviewed today express 
different views on the matter, but say thas 
Barry and Baily must — In case they do 
not they say that Frowderly will most surely 
step down and out. Many of them express 
grave fears atthe outcome. They say that 
should Powderly be allowed to go it would 
pa hurt the order and might in the end 

reak it up entirely. Some of the delegates 
are frank in saying that they think 
Powderly has written his resignation, and in 
case Baily and Barry are reiained he will 
— it to the convention aud lusist that it 

accepted. 


Further particulars of the row in yester- 
day’s meeting came out today. The adminis 
tration men mapped out a plan in the many 
secret caucuses held during the first days of 
the session. This plan was sprung on the 
convention about an bour before the ad- 
journment yesterday afternoon. It came in 
the way of a resolution, which in substance 
was that the General Executive Board be re- 
duced to five members, including the General 
Muster Workman, the members’ term of of- 
fice to be reduced from two to one year and 
they to be appointed by the General Master 
Workman, subject to the approval of 
the General Assembly. Had a domb- 
shell exploded in the hail it could 
not have caused more consternation among 
the “antis.” The boldness of the thing 
awed them for several moments. The sur- 
prise was so great that every man in the con- 
vention, including Powderly, sat perfectly 
still. The almost painful silence was broken 
by the voice of Delegate Lewis of Ohio, wha 
asked for recognition. He began by stating 
that the resolution looked very much like a 
direct stab at Barry and Baily. The pur- 
pose, he said, was doubtless to get rid of 
them. He knewthey were bitterly antago- 
nized by men iu the convention. He had un- 
ders that there were whispered charges 
made by certain delegates against these 
members. In viewof this fact he said it 
ustice to these men, to the 
General Assembly, and the order in general 
that these charges be investigated by this 
convention. Hemoved as a substitute reso- 
tion that the charges against Baily and Barry 
be investigated, and that the men who had 
— them be called upon to give their evi- 

ence. 

A. M. Dewey of Detroit was asked to ex- 
plain rumors to the effect that he had said 
certain things derogatory to Barry and Baily 
while in Chicago and inthis city. Mr. Dewey 
said in substance that he had made the state- 
ment that it would be for the best interests 
of the order that at least two of the members 
of the Executive Board be retired at once. 
He said he bad never said who those two 
men were. 

At this point Barry flung the hie in the 
teeth of Dewey by stating that he nad 
named him (Barry) as one of the two. In the 
excitement, which followed a delegate cailed 
for the yeas and nayson the previous ques- 
tion. This Srought Barry to his feet again. 
He rushed up the aisie from the rear of the 
hall, and when in close proximity to tne Gen- 
eral Master Workman he began a vehement 
harangue. He shook his fist in the face of 
Powderly and other members of the board. 
He stated that there was a scheme to rush 
the resolution through without debate, and 
that he was to be ignominiously “fired” 
without a chance to explain certain things. 
During the excitement a motion to adjourn 
was carried. 

The General Assembly spent three hours 
this morning in an executive session. The 
entire tame was taken up with an investi 
tion into the alleged crooked doings of the 
General Executive Board. In opening the 
ball Messrs. Barry and Baily reiterated 
their statements made at the session yester- 
day afternoon that the recommendation of 
the Committee on Laws reducing the board 
to four members, and giving the aprointive 
power to the General Master Workman, was 
a scheme concocted to down them. Barry 
said now that such an investigation had been 
begun he courted it, and so did his col- 
league, Mr. Baily. He said, however, that 
the investigation should take in the other 
members of the board, and that the trans- 
actions of the board for the last year should 
be thoroughly aired in this convention. The 
guilty men should suffer. He was willing to 
take his chances with the rest. 

It is understood that Barry and Baily made 
some sensational allegations as to the doings 
of the other members of the board. Just 
what these charges are could not be learned. 
They were put in such shape,bowever, that 
the convention could do no les than listen to 
them. The men who are said to have made 
charges against Barry and Baily were called 
upon to tell what they knew. Nothing very 
sensauonal was brought out. 

A delegate, who is an intimate friend of 
T. B. Barry, said: The result of the thing 
will be that Barry and Baily will have to go 
whether the charges are sustained against 
them or not. There is ascheme to get them 
out, and, as the friends of Powderly are in 
the majority, the resolution offered by the 
committee last night will go through when 
the time comes.“ 

The investigation was continued at the af- 
ternoon session. The charges against the 
other members of the board made by Barry 
and Baily were investigated. It is quite 
probabie that it will take part of Monday to 

mplete the investigation.

THE HAYMARKET THEATRE PROBLEM. 

The Building Trades Council devoted last 
night's session to a discussion of the Hay- 
market Theatre complication. This bas been 
a fruitful top.c for debate and has been under 
consideration for two months. Three weeks 
ago a committee was appointed to make an 
agreement with the carpenter contractors in 
charge of the work. A conference was held 
and an agreement signed by which the car- 
penters were conceded the eight-hour day. 
At the next meeting the council refused to 
ratify the agreement, claiming that the 
trades other than the carpenters were 
ignored. A new committee was appointed, 
who waited upon the bosses, but were 
unable to obtain any further concessions. 
The whole subject was reviewed last night 
and a resolution was passed declaring that 
no further negotiations should be attempted 
and that all union workmen immediately 
leave the job. This is supposed to go into 
effect tomorrow morning, but a member of 
the council privately admitted that not more 
than five men could be induced to quit work 
upon the order of the council. 


ADJUSTING LXPORT FaEIGHT RATES. 


A Plan to End the Troubles Now Existing. 

The Export Freight Committee of the Cen- 
tral Traffic Association, after a two days’ 
session at Chairman Blanchard’s office, 
agreed upon a plan for the adjustment of the 


existing troubles regarding the maintenance 
of uniform export rates. The report is in 
the shape of a recommendation to the Joint 
Committee of the Trunk Lines and Central 
Traffic Association. Chairman Blanchard 
left for New York last evening to lay the re- 
port before a meeting of the Joint Commit- 
tee, and will make a strong effort to 
have it adopted. Accoording to the Ex- 
port Committee’s plan a uniform through 
rate to Europe is to be made by all lines and 
via all ports. This is to be accomplished b 
averaging the rates to the seabo 
focluding the differentials now made to Phil- 
adelphia, Baltimore, and Montreal. Then, 
again, an average is to be made of the ocean 
rates by the various steamship lines. There 
are various classes of steamers, swift and 
slow, by which the rates vary. From New 
York there are three classes of steamers, the 
same number from Boston, two classes from 
Baltimore. and two from Philadelpbia. The 
rates by these various classes remain to be 
arranged, and to those the rates to the sea- 
board are to be added, and then an average 
through rate is to be struck, which 
is to be maintained by all the 
lines. The differentials tg Philadelphia, 
Baltimore, and Montreal are teken into ac- 
count in making an average rate. The rail- 
roads reserve the right to use whatever 
steamers they like, but forwarders may des- 
ignate any particular ship if they desire to 
do so. If at any time some wild ships or 
steamers should come into any of the ports 
and cut rates the railroads are to charge for 
such freight the same rates as if shipments 

ad been made locally to seaboard points. 
The rates from St. Louis and other Western 

ints on export traffic must be upon 

hic rates—that is, the St. Louis rate 
must be 116 per cent of the Chicago rate to 
New York. The question isto be decided in 
New York whether it would not be 
advisable to make a higher rate by the swift 
ocean lines than the regular average rate. 
In theory, although quite complicated, this 
plan is ull right, but it is rather doubtful 
whether it can be put in ac ual operation. If 
the roads were pooled or if they were all 
owned by the same party there would be no 
great difficulty in maintaining such aver 
through export rates. But, unfortunately for 
the rail s, they cannot pool their earn- 
or traffic, nor is there any other chance by 
which active competition between the vari- 
ous lines can be stopped. A few of the roads 
may, under the proposed agreement, get all 
the export traffic, and in such event the 
roads leit out in the could would not hesitate 
for a minute to cut the agreed average 
through rate in order to get a fair proportion 
of the traffic. 


Minnesota Cars to Have Fire Extinguishers. 

Sr. Paul, Minn., Oct. 15.— The State Rail- 
road Commission has addressed a circular 
letter to all the railroads in the State reter- 
ring to the Kouts disaster, and saying that 
during a protracted official tour through cen- 


tral and western portions of the State, upon 
trains operated by several different com- 
panies, not a car of any of those trains was 
rovided with a fire extinguisher of an 
kind, not even alittle hand-grenade, aithough 
the law of the State requires such provision. 
The commission is forcibly reminded of the 
great responsibility assumed by any person 
or ofticer who neglects to provide every pos- 
sible means for the extinguishment of fires 
in accidents to railway cars, and adds: Be. 
ing determined that we will not share in the 
responsibility for any calamity that may 
come in consequence of disobedience of the 
law, we force the subject upon your atten- 
tion for the third time, and with notice that 
the Attorney-General of the State will be 
notified to commence summary proceedings 
against all companies who fail to have their 
cars fully equipped by the lst of November 
next, as required by law.”

Waiting for the Return of the Lady of the 
White House. 

Wassineton, D. C., Oct. 15.—[Special.]— 
The return of the mistress of the White 
House next week will enable the Administra- 
tion official family to make its presence 
known. Until Mrs. Cleveland gets back the 
Cavinet ladies who are away do not care to 
return, and those who are in Washington do 
not care to take up the burdens of social life. 
The signs point toa gay winter, surpassing 
the last two in the entire forgetfuiness of 
what the era of Jeffersonian simplicity should 
be. The White House has been put in order for 
the winter’s entertainments.

WE NOW HAVE THE ENULISH WITH US. 


The Formation of the British-American 
Association Last Night. 

The British residents of this county who 
have been forming an association for the 
purpose of naturalizing members met last 
night in St. George's Hall, No. 182 Madison 
street. George Braham acted as Chairman. 
The various British societies were repre- 
sented by delegates from Primrose, Mistletoe, 
Olive Braneh, Red Rose, White Rose, Good 
Samaritan, and Ivy Lodges of the Sons of St. 
George: Clan Gordon, Clan MacDuff, Cale- 
donian Society, Orkney ana Shetland Islands 
Society, Caledonian Club, St. George Benevo- 
lent Association, Pullman Society, and 
American Orangemen. The society connec- 
tions of the delegates are obliterated in the 
new association, the men being simply 
British residents desirous of naturalization. 

The main business before the meeting was 
the constitution, which was presented by the 
committee. The document as recommended 
by the committee was adopted with very ew 
changes. The preamble and declaration of 


principles is as follows: 

The British-American Association of the State 
of Illinois feels it a duty to place on record em- 
phaticully its repudiation of all connection with 
foreign agitators, or, commonly called. offen- 
sive foreignism of every kind whatsoever, and 
deciares that these have no place in American 
politics. The association maintains, first, last, 
and always, its loyal acceptance of and ad- 
herence to the principles of the Constitution of 
the United States and the Commonwealth of IIlli- 
nois. and knows no other test of fitness in those 
who seek citizenship than a loyal acceptance 
of these principies and an honest reuunciation 
of and disassociation from foreign politics and 
alien agitations. It will use the utmost of its 
abilities to set the tide of 2 feeling against 
the prostitution of official position in that direc- 
tion. This association emphatically declares its 
abiding faith in the public school system, unfet- 
tered by any denominational or religious restric- 
tions, as the chief element in the perpetuation of 
the Republic, aud declares its hostility to all 
measures, meu, or influences that seek to an- 
tagonize the healthy influence of the IIlinois 
common school system. 

The association declares its intention to 
use every honorable means to induce resi- 
dents of British origin to become citi- 
zens. In the spirit of the fore 
going principles, the British-American 
Association asks the codperation of all 
men of British birth and descent. It calls 
upon all who have 3 *r the right of citi- 
zenship to exercise it on all possible occa- 
sions; to regard the ballot as a trust to be 
used at all times for the best interests of the 
country. It calls upon all who have not yet 
sought this high privilege to do their duty to 
the land of their adoption, and to seek to 
arm themselves with this right in the inter- 
ests of good order and for the protection of 
that liberty without license for which the 
fathers of the Republic fought. 

A permanent organization was effected, 
fifty-one members being enrolled. When in- 
corporated the organization will be known as 
the British-American Association of IIlinois. 
The object is to promote good feeling and 
harmony between the Government of the 
United States and Great Britain; to encour- 
age the members to become American citi- 
zens and to intelligently exercise the right of 
suffrage; for the mutual protection of its 
members by a fraternal interchange of 
thought upon questions affecting their polit. 
ical interests; to aid in enforcing tne laws of 
the land and to assist in securing an honest 
count of all ballots lawfully cast at all elec- 
tions; to aid in the election of good, honest 
men to political office. 

The election of officers for the branch of 
the association formed last night after the 
adoption of the constitution and by-laws re- 
sulted as follows: President, Gen. M. M. 
Trumbull; Vice-President, A. G. Hodge; 
Treasurer, Edwin Dempsey: Secretary, J 
R. Burgess. After other branches have been 
formed their delegates will form a general 
council or central body. 

Gen. Trumbull on taking the chair made 
an eloquent speech in which he said that 
when the American schools were assailed the 
Americans would find the Britons shoulder 
to shoulder fighting for that grand institu- 
tion—the American school system. The

THE FIRE BECORD, 


A $180,000 Blase ia the Lumber District 

N ef Cincinnati, 

Crncrwnati, O., Oct. 15.—At noon today a 
fire broke outin Crane & Co.’s sawmill in 
the eastern part of Fulton. A strong gale 
was blowing from the river in the direction 
of the hills, which run parallel te the river 
and about athird of a mile distant from it. 
At the foot of the hill is Eastern avenue, 
which runs parallel with the river. It was 
but a few minutes until everything between 
Eastern avenue and the river, between Bayou 
and Lumber s an areaof about five 
acres, was a mass of es. In this area were 
about 9,000,000 feet of hardwood lumber, 
about twenty dwellings, nearly all of them 
wooden building, and St. Rosa Roman Cath- 
olic Church, besides stables and other out- 
houses that abound in that partof the city. 
Ihe wind pushed the flames from the river 
toward the frame houses on the hillsides and 
scores of these were on fire, but citizens on 
housetops fougnt the flames out. The fire 
brands ieaped ciear over the roofs and ig- 
nited the grass on the bluff slopes of the 
hill. The grassy steeps the flames climbed 
and set on fire the stable of Dr. E. Will- 
iams, 400 feet above the levei of 
the mver, where the flames started. An 
engine was detached and sent to the hill to 
put the fire out, which it did. Fortunately 
the wind changed and blew toward the river 
and aided the firemen, who were all the 
while greatly embarrassed by the scarcity of 
water owing to the inadequacy of the 
laid by the water-works department. Ine 
fire caused a panic in that part of the city 
when at its worst. A great many of the 
houses destroyed were the homes of poor 
men. But few of them wereinsured. About 
twenty dwellings and tenements were de- 
stroyed. It is not possible to give anything 
but approximatiors of the entire loss. The 
loss of Crane & Co. on sawmill, machinery, 
and lumber is estimated at from $90,000 to 
$100,000. The insurance on this is $87,000. 
On the dwellings and other buildmgs there 
was little or no insurance. The losses in 
these is estimated at from $50,000 to $90,000. 
The lower figure is more nearly the correct 
one. Among the losers of dweilings are: 
Wiiham Emerson, $6,000; James Ferguson, 
$5,000; Lewis Glenn, 5,500; another tene- 
ment owned by Lewis Glenn, $3,000; Jacob 
ü St. me? Conroe wee * 54 
aged ; Kramer’s livery-stable §3, 
and Sam Furst’s dwelling $3,500 were total 
losses. Many persons are made homeless. 


A Tennessee River Steamer Burned. 

Cano, lil, Oct. 15.—[Special ]—Pilot Will- 
iam Edwards of the steamer Gus Fowler, ar- 
riving here at noon today, reports the burn- 
ing of the stern-wheel steamer Silver Cloud 
in the Tennessee River at 2 o’clock yester- 
day afternoon. The boat was moored at 
me mee ag on Landing, thirty miles above 
Paducah, taking on freight. The flames burst 
suddenly from the cotton located forward of 
the engine-room, which cut the engineer off 
from his post. The lines of the engine levers 
were burned. off, causi them to drop and 
starting them, thus bac ing the boat out into 
the river. Finally she reached the opposit 
shore, when the passengers and crew 
all jumped i asiiore, not a person 
being injured, The boat and cargo are a 
total loss. The cargo embraced 250 bales of 
cotton, several hogsheads of tobacco, and 150 
1 of sundries, the latter destined for

The Knights of Labor Demand a Change 
in the System of Printing. 
Wasuineton, D. C., Oct. 15.—[Special. ]}—

Resolved by the General Convention of Kniohte 
of Labar, That we demand that all Government 
securities, such as bonds, notes, stamps, checks, 
etc., be printed in the highest style of the art of 
plate p from hand-roller presses for the 
security of the people, and that any committee 
representing the order before Congress use all 
practical means to give effect to this resolution.

graving and Printing when Mr. Graves was

The Scarcity of Coal in Indiana, 

BRAZIL, Ind., Oct. 15.—(Special.J“The open- 
ing up ofextensive railways has created for 
Brazil block coal new markets in the far North- 
west. In supplying the extraordinary demand the 
local field has been neglected, until now from 
scarcity of cars and other causes Indianapolis, 
Terre Haute, and to an extent Indiana generally 
is threatened with a coal famine. Scarcity of 
cars is unprecedented, Besides the miners. in 
the Southern part of the State are striking, and 
a general demand in Indiana, Ohio, Illinois, and 
Pennsylvania has been made by the miners for 
un advance of five cents Nov. 1. If a strike oc- 
curs the situation will be bad. The West and 
Northwest are dependent on soft coals largely, 
and there is no question of an advance soon, as 
the demand is much larger than ever before.

Capitalists of Indianapolis are 
moving in the direcuon of a coal road to the 
fields at Brazil, but it cannot be built this year 
and perbaps never. ,

The Commander of a Canadian Sailing Ves- 
sel Intimates that He Will Fight. 

Hatirax, N. S., Oct. 15.—Great interest at- 

taches to the approaching departure from 


this port of the schooner Houlette for the 
Alaskan seal fisheries. The Houlette for 
two years has been employed as a Canadian 
fishery cruiser, and was the vessel that ef-

‘schooner Highland Light. Capt. Grant, a

in Alaskan seal fisheries from Victoria, 
British Columbia, came ali the way to Halifax 
to purchase vessels to engage in that fishery.

MILWAUKEEANS SIGHING FOR pOoL- 
LARS WHICH HAVE VANISHED. 


The Collapse of the Kimball Mining Com- 
. pany and the Losses by Investors—The 
Rise and Fall of the Stock—Speculators 
Who Dabbled in St. Paul Stock Sorry— 
Officers of the Old Settlers’ Club Elect- 
ed—Other Cream City News. 


_ Muwavxez, Wis., Oct. 15.—[Special.]— 
The collapse of the Kimball Mining Company 
has caused numerous Milwaukeeans to sigh 
for vanished dollars, as mostof the stock 
was held.in this city. The mines are near 
Crystal Falls, in the Upper Peninsula of 
Michigan. Dr. H. C. Kimball of Crystal 
Falls bought an option on the property for 
$6,000. He sold it for $30,000 to Milwaukeeans, 
who formed the Kimball Iron Mining 
‘Company. Of this $10,000 was cash 
and the remaining $20,000 was in stock 
redeemable in ninety days at $2 per share. 
There were certain conditions attached to 
this arrangement which Dr. Kimball failed 
to fulfill, and so when the ninety days ex- 
pired in August the stock was not redeemed. 
The matter was finally arranged by giving 
Dr. Kimball a thirty-five days’ mortgage on 
the mine, which expired in September and 
was foreclosed yesterday. The mine was 
stocked for $1,000,000. The sale of stock be- 
gan at $2.50 per share. It advanced steadily, 
first to 88.25 then to 84, aad the 
maximum figure reached was $5.25. Be- 
fore A t the stock was in its 
ebb-tide, and as long as three weeks ago 
it was unsalable. Henry B. King of this city 
was President ot the company and A. J. Fry 
Secretary. The stock was largely held in 
printing-house and railroad circles. It is said 
that $5,000 worth of stock was sold by one of 
the original stockholders to friends in Detroit 
at$4 per share, and the seller showed his 
confidence in its value by giving a guarantee 
that it would go to A 

many well-known gentlemen

down. The onlv bright feature in the affair 
is that the company expires without an as- 
sessment on the stockholders. Several other 
Milwaukee mining companies are rumored to 
be in a very shaky condition.

These facts and many others are contained in 
the article on Chicago in the fourth volume of 
the American Cyeclopedia,“ whence the Presi- 
dent derived material for his able oration.

We are sorry to have to remind the President 
that a certain degree of intelligence and care is 
needed even in the process of making up a speech 
from the Cyclopedia. For example, he falls into 
one rather tesque statistica: error, and the 
fault is his, not the Cyclo a’s. He informs 
the people of Chic that ir total loss by the 
great fire was $200,00),000, as stated in the Cyclo- 
pedia. He also informs them that the total valu- 
ation of property in eee in 1871, at the time 
of the fire, “was probably 3280, 000, 000.“ His 
„probably indicates a modest distrust of his 
own personal knowledge of the exact figures, 
which the Cyclopedia puts at $289,000.000, That 
would mean that considerably more than two- 
thirds of the entire property of Chicago was de- 
stroyed by the fire, a 9 —— which even Mr. 
Cleveland should see is preposterous. The trouble 
is that he has hastily cousulted the Cyclopedia’s 
table of assessed valuations without observi 
that the reai valuation in 1871 is elsewhere stat 
by the Cyclopedia as 90,000. 000 -an estimate 
which properly estazlishes the proportion of loss 
to property at about one-thira, instead of two- 
thirds, as he makes it. 

For the credit of the Cyclopedia we hope that 
he will make no more such mistakes.—New York 
Sun.

Difficulty of Recovering Stolen Goods in 
London. 

T. C. Crawford in the New York World: 
Through practical illustration I learned some- 
thing of the police laws of London the other 
day. Idrove from the World office inte the 
city and left my umbrella in the hansom cab. 
I had hardly walked into the place where 1 
was calling when I thought of my umbrella. 
I went back at once. The cabman was gone. 
I asked a neighboring cabman which direc- 
tion he had taken and explained to him my 
loss. He said: He could not give you the um- 
brella if he were here. Every cabman is bound 
to turn in everything he finds in his cab to 
the police and cannot give up an article after 
the owner has left the cab to any one except 
the police. You will tind your umbrella,” 
said he, “at Scotland Tard.“ I sent to Scot- 
land Yard the next morning for it, and also 
sent ius description. The Superintendent of 
the Lost Property Department sent me up a 
printed form which I had to fill out, in 
which 1 was made to tell the exact 
hour 1 had taken the cab and the 
time I had dismissed it; also the number 
of the cab, if possible, and a fuil description 
of the property, my private address, and my 
business. After fulfilling all of these re- 

uirements I sent down again to Scotland 

ard and found that there was one require- 
ment not mentioned in the form which had to 
be fulfilled before 1 could recover 
my property. I found that there was 
an act of Parliament directing cab-drivers, 
under heavy penalties, to turn over 
all property found in their cabs to 
the lice. It also provided that — 
should be paid an award for compliance wit 
the act of half a crown in the pound on the 
value of ordinary articles.

The reason I found to be this: The police are 
on duty from 6 o’clock at night until 6 o’cleck 
in the morning. If they make an arrest 
during the night they will be obliged to 
be in the hee court in full-dress uniform 
at 10 o’clock the next morning, and may, per- 
haps, have to remain on — all day waiting 
to testify, so that any arrest they may make 
is equivalent to sentencing themselves to ge 
without sleep for the nexttwenty-four hours. 
It is. therefore, not to be wondered at that 
they are reluctant to make arrests. The law 
in England relating to witnesses ews to 
be as arduous and as hard upon those who 
are called upon to prosecute as in the City of 
New York, where a witness is often more 
severely punished than the criminal himself.

The following extract from Gov. Bross’ his- 
tory of Chicago chronicies the opening of the 
first two highways: 

In these days of paved streets it is interesting 
to glance at an order having in view the opening 
of the first two highways of which any definit 
history has come down to us. The first provides 
for the viewing of a road to the west boundary of 
the count 
the Fox River, as follows: 
Chicago to the house of B. 
thence to the house of James Walker on 
the Du Page River, ana so on to the 
west line of the county, and that Elijah 
Wentworth, R. Heacock, and Timothy 
B. Clark be the reviewers." The other is a road 
“from the Town of Chicago the nearest and best 
way to the house of the widow Brown on Hycory 
creek, and that James Kinzie, Archibald Cly- 
bourn. and R. E. Heacock be the reviewers.” 

The first survey made and platted in this 
city was by James Thompson in the year 
1830, and Thompson street on the West Side 
is in recognition of that achievement. The 
little town was bounded by Washington on 
the south, Jefferson on the west, Kinzie on 
the north. and Dearborn on the east. The 
town grew to the south and west, as shown 
by the maps treasured in the vaults of the 

istorical Society; and after the building of 
the famous plank roads the population 
swelled steadily, always in those directions. 
The country was wild on the subject of 
mye: roads, which were eloquently held up 

y agricultural orators as filling the needs of 
the farmer better than the railroad, and all 
of these roads were built in accordance with 
these ideas. Andreas’ History says: 

The first road of this kind constructed in the 
State was commenced in 1848, and was called the 
Southwestern plank road. In 1850 it was com- 

leted from Chicago to Brush Hill, sixteen miles. 

n 1854 the Northwestern plank road was com- 
leted to the Town of Maine, seventeen miles. 

e Southern plank road left the city at Bull's 
Head, on Madison street, and passed through 
Lyonsville to Brush Hill, seventeen miles. The 
Blue Island avenue road extended from the VII- 
lage of Blue Island north to tne heart of the 
city, on the west side of the river, thirteen miles. 

These, with various branches and exten- 
sions which are mentioned, made a total of 
about 125 miles of excellent roadway leading 
into Chicago from surrounding villages. 
Down these the farmers came with their 
wagons of produce. The Indian came on

It must be remem- 
bered that from the 
first years of Dickens’

ckens’ family; and not only did she bring 
up his children, and, until his eldest daughter 
was old enough to assume the responsibility, 
keep his house, but took a lively interest in 
his work, and his pl too. In brilliant 
coterie composed of 
ray, Mark Lemon, Douglas Jerrold, Lytton- 
Bulwer, Landor, Landseer, Frith, Macready, 
Maclise, and Standfield, of which Dickens 
was the mainspring, his sister-in-law held 
sway, and by her t. good temper, anda 
8 rightliness kept every one happy and at 
their best. In the famous private theatricals 


| she always took a leading part, and was con- 


sidered a capital actress. 

At present Miss Hogarth has closed her 
home, which is full of souvenirs of travel and 
literary associations, and is saying with the 
family of Mr. Henry Fielding Dickens, who 
resides in a pleasant part of Chelsea. The 
last time I saw her was in the library, and 
she. was seated in the old armchair—the one 
with the cane seat and spreading arms of 
carved oak—the very picture of which, in its 
pathetic emptiness. brought tears to the eyes 
of thousands in 1871. It is the same chair 
that stood before the desk in the favorit 
study at Gadshill, and seated in it, shaded 
by friendly trees, Dickens drew the children 
of his brain on paper, and we have them now 
in „Little Dorrit,” „Our Mutual Friend,” 
„Great Expectations,” and Edwin Drood.” 

The fact that though Miss Hogarth, who 
still travels much, keeps this chair constant- 
ly with her, makes of it a companion, almost 
a friend, struck me as something to touch 
even the spirit of the dead author. It is just 
such an instance of fidelity as would have 
been natural to his most womanly woman. 
From every part of the world—for Dickens 
has been translated in all modern languages 
—and especially from America, letters still 


continue to pour in addressed to Miss Ho- 


garth. Many of these are from a new gene- 
ration, enjoying for the first time the delic- 
ious fun of Pickwick Papers,” or the pathos 
of The Old Curiosity Shop.“ and longing to 
toll some one who belonged to the writer 
their new delight. Others are from older 
men and women, to whom Dickens has been 
a household friend, who perhaps heard him 
read on the other side, and as the quiet 
hours of their life creep on find time to 
jot down their reminiscence. A multi- 
tude of women write, some regularly, sending 
with their letters packets of pressed ferns 
ana garlands of glowing autumn leaves, to 
be laid on the sacred slab in Westminster Ab- 
bey under which, and in glorious company, 
Charles Dickens rests. The hands of friends 
and strangers keep the simple stone blossom- 
ing with fresh flowers, and lighten the gray 
corner ennobled with the monuments of 
Chaucer, Shakspeare, and Dr den. Twice 
every year a little lady in Ohio sends on a 
box of immortelles and ferns for this pur- 
posé, always with a letter full of gratitude 
for the happiness Dickens brought into her 
household. One morning while I was with 
her Miss Hogarth received a charming letter 
from a lady of Holyoke, Mass. The lady 
spoke of herself as an invalid, now in En- 
giand for the first — * eg spent the 
entire three months of her sojourn here in 
visiting the spots she had learned to know 
and love through reading Dickens; and this 
is but one of hundreds of such letters. It is 
the fashion in certain quarters to 2 
Dickens, but it would take a critie of muc 
nerve indeed, in the face of this vast mass of 
correspondence and loving tribute from all 
classes and all countries, to deny that the 
great novelist lives, as does no other writer 
of the century, in the bearts of the people. 

Dickens was, as you may remember, one of 
a family of eight chiluren, all of whom have 
died but one sister, Letitia—Mrs. Henry 
Austin—now a widow, over 70 years of age, 
living quietly in London. Every one familiar 
with the childhood of the dead author 
kno how much he tried to make 
of his family, and how little they made 
of him until success crowned his bitter 
struggies. How deeply the iron of neglect, 
indifference, ana suffering entered his child- 
ish soul I never realized until his sister-in- 
law told me that not until after his mye 
and until his biography was ubiiehed, © 
his children dream that their father’s child- 
hood had been less happy than their own. 80 
intense and so keen was the anguish the 
bare recollections entailed that after his first 
son was born, and fame and prosperity were 
his, he could not pass without shedding tears 
the old warehouse where, midst dirt, v, 
rats, and low companions, he covered the 
bottles of blacking-paste.

The second daughter of the house, Kate, 
has always been remarkable for her brill- 
iancy and her beauty, and is really a femi- 
nine version of her father in bis vounger 
days. Not unnaturally she was her father’s 
favorit child. and when as a girl she married 
Charlie Collins, a younger brother of the 
well-known novelhst, it was understood that 
their second home should be at Gadshill. 
Collins was, like his father, an artist and a 
littérateur. In his companionship his wife 
devel the taient for painting which has 
since distinguished her. Sir John Millais 
had so great an admiration for Mrs. Collins’ 
beauty that he painted her in his famous 
„ Black Brunswicker,” and after Mr. Col- 
lins’ death his widow pursued her art studies 
under the great artist. Apropros of “The 
Black Brunswicker,”’ it is a curious fact that, 
while photographs and engravings of it are 
familiar all over the lana, the whereabouts 
of the original picture is unknown even to 
the artist. 

When Kate Dickens married for the sec- 
ond time it was to the artist Perugigi, and 
his exquisit portrait of ner was on exhibition- 
at the Centennial, where no less than twenty- 
three offers were made for it, but the artist 
husband refused to with his work. Mrs. 
Perugini has steadily progressed in her art, 
and one of the most charming pictures in the 
Royal Academy this year was of two lovely 
child-heads from her brush. The Peruginis, 
who have an artistic and comfortable home 
in London, are without children, and at pres- 
ent are traveling on the Continent. 

The third daughter of Dickens, little Dora, 
named after David Copperfield’s child-wife, 
died while a tiny thing, and just as her fa- 
ther, who had left her crowing and happy a 
few moments before, was responding to a 
toast at atheatrical dinner. Baby Dora was 
buried beside her grandfather and grand- 
mother at Highgate. 

Of the other sons, Alfred Tennyson and 
Edward Bulwer Lytton Dickens are both set- 
tied as real-estate agents and brokers in 
Australia—a country their father had great 
faith in as affording a future to young men. 
One of them (I have forgotten which) has a 
child, the other none. 

Frank Dickens, 9 ge = known in child- 
hood as “the Chicken- Stalker,“ was well 
educated, and began life as a business-man. 
After roaming about the world a good deal 
he became one of the Canadian mountea po- 
lice, and in the Riel rebeilion he displayed 
great gallantry and courage, but received 
such injuries that not long afterwards, while 
visiting friends at Moline, III., he died sud- 
denly--the heart, worn with excitement, 
ceasing to act. ; 

Walter Landor Dickens, a handsome and 
brave young officer, made a Lieutenant at 17 
ot the Forty-second Highland Volunteers, 
died even more suddenly when only 23 years 
of age and while stationed at Calcutta. 

A pathetic little figure in the history of the 
Dickens family was Sydney Smith, the fifth 
son—a tiny mite of a fellow, with such a white 
face, and such big, weird eyes, and sucha 
passion forthe sea that he was nicknamed 
the Ocean Spectre’’; which was promptly 
corrupted by the other children into Hoshen 
Peck, His father let him follow his taste 
for the sea, and, when he sailed as a midship- 
man he was rechristened the Admiral,” 
and very funny are the allusions to him in 
Dickens’ letters. 

Sydney became the youngest Lieutenant in 
the service, and was also the smallest, as he 
never grew over five feet in hight. Two 

ears after his father’s death, and when on 

is way home on the Malta, he was taken ill, 
died, and was buried in the sea he loved. 

The only one of Dickens’ sons who has 

made a mark in the world is Mr. Henry Fielu- 
ing Dickens, who won the second scholar- 
ship at Trinity Hall, Cambridge, and is now 
a very successful barrister-atlaw, with a 
prospect of becoming a Judge. He has filled 
a number of positions of trust and impor- 
tance, and is the administrator of the estate 
of Mr. Ashton Dilke, which includes the 
ma ent of the Weekiy Dispatch.

Some 
authorities give thig as Feb. 8, 1820, while 
others insist that she came into the world 
Oct. 4, 1821. At any rate, her introduction to 
the troubles of this mundane sphere was not 
under the most auspicious circumstances. 
Her father was a teacher of languages, and 
her mother varied the duties of maternity 
with those of keeping a school for young 
women. Consequently. Jenny was left 
very much to herself, and grew up 
without much to relieve the monotony ofa 
zhildish existence. But she found surcease 
for her sorrows in song. When she was yet 
duly 8 years old to sing was her ruling pas- 
sion every melody that struck her ear was 
retained with an accuracy which caused gen- 
eral admiration; no work was done without 
accompanying it with her clear voice, and no 
pain during frequent illness prevented her 
from finding consolation in song. One day, 
when the child was about 8 vears old, 
Mrs. Lundberg, a Swedish actress, accident- 
ally beard her sing, and was so surprised by 
the talent and native skill displayed by 
Jenny in the management of her voice that 
she strove to open the eyes of the child's 
parents to the treasure they possessed.

With his usual per- 
spicacity Barnum had used every art to ad- 
vertise the coming of the Nightingale and 
the people of this country were wild to see 
and hear her. Sue arrived in New York 
Sunday, Sept. 1, 1850, ana thousands of ong 
ple were gathered on the docks to greet her. 
At 120’clock that night she was serenaded by 
200 musicians of the New York Musical So- 
ciety, who were escorted to the hotel where 
she was stopping by about 300 firemen ciad 
in their — — oy uniform and bearing 
torches. For weeks after the excitement 
continued unabated, and Jenny Lind’s rooms 
were thronged by visitors, including all the 
celebrities of the day. 

Barnum had offered a prize of $200 for an 
ode, to be sung by Jenny Lind at her first 
concert. Numbers of compositions were 
offered, but the following, written by Bay- 
ard Taylor, took the prize and was set to 
music by Julius Benedict:

Jenny Lind's first public concert was given 
in Castle Garden, New York, Wednesday 
evening, Sept. 11, and was attended by about 
5,000 persons. She continued under Bar- 
num’s management until June 9, 1851, during 
which she gave ninety-three concerts. They 
went from New York to Philadelphia, and 
then visited Boston, Providence, baltimore, 
Washington, Richmond, Charleston, Havana, 
New Orleans, Natchez, Memphis, St. Louis, 
Nashville, Louisville, Madison, Ind., Cincin- 
nati, Wheeling, and Pittsburg, returning to 
Philadelphia and New York. The gross re- 
ceipts of the concerts were $712,161, of which 
Miss Lind received $176,675 and Mr. Barnum 


35,486. 

A few days before the first concert Bar- 
num told Miss Lind that he wished to change 
their contract because he was convinced that 
the concerts were going to be a greater 
success than he had anticipated. He 
told her he wished to give her 
not only the $1,000 previously agreed 
upon, but, after taking out $5,500 a night for 
his expenses and services, he wished to give 
her half the balance. She was, of course, 
surprised and delighted, and at the sugges- 
tion of Barnum she secured a lawyer to look 
after her interests, and after much quibbling 
by him the new contract was signed, with 
the conditional privilege on her part of ter- 
minating itafter fifty or 100 concerts were 
given. Miss Lind had with her as private 
secretary Max H. Hjortzberg, her couslu, who 
constantly annoyed Barnum with proposals 
to — the contract - probably at first 
without Miss Lind’s authority. He had also 
some influence with his cousin, and final- 
ly after enduring much annoyance Bar- 
num agreed to consent to a cancellation of

When the company finally reached Phila- 
delphia, where arrangements had been made 
to give the concerts in a building which had 
been erected for a circus, Jenny Lind, un- 
der the influence of bad advice, refused to 
sing there, as she said the building was but 
a stable. Then Barnum consented to a break- 
ing off of their relations, and she undertook 
a concert tour of a portion of the country 
under her own management. In this she 
was quite successful. Had she remained 
with Barnum he would have brought her to 
— 1 During Miss Lind's last tour she 
visi Syracuse, N. Y., and while there she 
gave Mrs. J. N. Crawford, now of Chi- 
cago, the daguerreotype from which 
the portrait which ornaments this col- 
umn is taken. Miss Lind's tour lasted 
but a few weeks, when she retired to Niagara 
Falls and afterwards went to Northampton 
Mass. While at the latter place she visi 
Boston and was married to Otto Goldschmidt, 
the German composer and pianist, to whom 
she was much attached, and who had studied 
music with her in Germany. 

During her trip under Barnum’s manage- 
ment muny interesting incidents occurred. 
One night in Boston a girl went to the ticket 
office, and, laying down $3 for a ticket, re- 
marked, There goes half a month’s earn- 
ings, but I am determined to hear Jenny 
Lind.” The songstress heard of the circum- 
stance and sent her secretary with a $20 gold 
piece to be given the girl. The young woman 
cried with joy when she received the gift 
and heard kind words with which it was 
accom panied. 

In Washington Daniel Webster, Henry 
Clay, Gen. Cass, Col. Benton, and many other 
notables, including President Fillmore, called 
upon Miss Lind. Upon hearing one of her songs 

the concert-hail Mr. Webster to signify 


n 
a appreciation rose from his seat and 


saluted her with a most profound bow. Miss 
Lind.visited the tomb of Washington, and 
while at Mount Vernon she was given a book 
from the library with the autograph of 
Washington on a fly-leaf. This memento of 
the great man she treasured highly. 

At Natchez, Miss., while the steamer was 
taking on fuel, she sang before an audience 
of. about a thousand people, composed of a 
small number of planters and their families, 
the greater portion of the gathering being 
negroes. But she sang with as much care as 
if before a party of the severest critics. 

At Madison, Ind., a speculator induced Mr. 
Barnum to stay for one concert under a guar- 


antee of $5,000. When the company arrived 


there they found that the performance was 


to be given in a pork-packing house, the only 


building of suitable size in the place. The 
singer, however, consented to appear, which 
was a little surprising in the light of her ob- 


jections raised against the accommodations 


in Philadelphia. 

In Havana the people objected to the high 
prices charged, dnd before Miss Lind had 
sung a note she was greeted with a storm of 
hisses. She calmly went at her work, and 
finally conquered the prejudices of her audi- 
ence, who before her singing was finished 
went wild with enthusiasm. They recalled 
her five times, but she each time responded 
with a very cold bow, nor could she be in- 
duced to sing again. When she had finished 
four concerts she refused to make another 
engagement to appear, and, though the en- 
tire Havana public and press importuned her 
to retreat from ber position, she stubbornly 
retused. 

After her marriage she, with her husband, 
returned to Europe. They lived in Dresden 
for some time, and in 1556 returned to London, 
where they have since been, with the excep- 
tion of such time as was taken up by con- 
cert tours of the provinces. Three children 
were born to them, one aaughter and two 
sons. Their home for years has been a house 
covered with vines and surrounded by trees 
and flowers, but Jenny Lind has been fora 
long time a confirmed invalid, and would 
very rarely see the casual calier. To all 
Americans who knocked at her door to pay 
their respects, the servant, who has lived 
with her forthe last thirty years, delivers 
the message that Jenny Lind wishes them 
to say that she will never cease to love the 
American people with all her heart.“ She 
recently had à stroke of general paralysis 
which, however, left her brain unimpaired. ' 

In private life Jenny Lind has been a most 
charming woman. She is very charitable 
and eveh up to the date of her recent illness 
was in the habit of, without material recom- 
pense, giving musical instruction to a class 
of poor young women. When on the stage 
her munificent and genuine liberality was al- 
most prodigal. The immense proceeds of 
her American tour were devoted to the estab- 
lishment of a free-school system in her native 
land. When in America she also disposed of 
large sums in charity. She heard of a socie- 
ty in Sweden the objectof which was to take 
unfortunate children out of the hands of 
their parents. by whom they were compelled 
to steal, and place them in better circum- 
stances. Benevolent people subscribed annu- 
ally for the support of these children, yet the 
means for this purpose were small. She at | 


Miss Lind was much affected and she imme- 
diately took the initiative in a movement to 
render a worthy tribute to his memory. A 
concert was given in London Dec. 15, 1545, 
in furtherance of this idea. “Elijah 
was the work chosen by iss 
Lind to do homage to her departed friend.

SCIENTIFIC BREVITIES. 


Notes Gathered from Various Departments 
of Physical Investigtion. 
[For The Chicago Tribune. ] 

Among the relics taken from the High 
Mound, near the Ohio River, recently were two 
silver crosses and thirty silver shoe-buckles. 
The buckles, bearing the French crown and date 
of 1730, were probably part of a convent outfit 
and belonged to some Jesuit missionaries. This 
indicates the use of the mounds as burial-piaces 
down. to quite recent times. 

Aug. 19 a waterspout was formed in Lake 
Geneva, Switzerland. This waterspout was 
formed by the collision of the west and south 
winds, crossed the lake, and finally disappeared 
on reaching the Swiss shore. Its hight nas been 
estimated by various observers and is calculated 
to have been about 825 feet. No damage is re- 

rted, though the spout churned its way across 
the lake with an 8 very like the water 
from a steamer-paddle. 

Mr. Finlay of the United States Signe) 
Service has recently issued a popular work on 
“Cyclones and Tornadoes.” A French scientist, 
M. Faye, gave last month a paper before the 
Academy of Sciences, combating somewhat Fin- 
lay's views, and stating the commonly accepted 
French theory. Tornadoes are not ascending but 
descending movements, being whirtwinds with 
vertical axes, due to the different velocities of 
moderately-elevated atmospheric currents, 
which; like the eddies in running waters, always 


descend till arrested by the resistance of the: 


ground, They penetrate like a cork-screw. 
through the lower strata, continually contract 
ing and tapering to a point, owfng to the increas- 
ing pressure of these strata. Their progressive 
motion, mainly toward the northeast, is due to 
the upper currents where they take their rise, 
and whose mean direction and velocity they re- 
tain. Their ravages are due to the vioient shock 
of the descending spirals against the obstructions 
of the und:and their fury is mot spent or 
diminished in overcoming these obstacles, be- 
cause the source of the energy is always in the 
upper regions, where it is constantly renewed 
— transmitted to the earth by the descending 
motion. 

The French Société d' Encouragement 

ves a record of the work of M. Gras fils of 
Corviere upon attempts to preserve butter. This 
investigator claims that a mixture of ninety- 
eight parts Water, two parts lactic acid, and 
1-5.000 part salicylic acid, when added to butter, 
will keep it indefinitly under any conditions, 
even in hot countries and high temperatures. 
The cost is about one to two centimes per kilo- 
gram of butter (1-10 to 2-10 cent per pound). 
The troubie has been hitherto to keep the 
salicylic acid from crystallizing out. This difi- 
culty is obviated in the above proportions by the 
addition of lactic acid, in which the salicylic acid 
is soluble. Amounts above thé 2 per cent can 
be tasted, and hence injure the mg but can be 
easily removed by simply washing the butter 
with water or skim-milk containing a little bicar- 
bonate of soda. 

Carbonic-acid gas was first condensed to a 
liquid by Faraday in 1883, and was first produced 
by Thilorier as a white, snow-like solid in 1835. 
This solid carbon dioxide is a most curious com- 
pound. It is obtained readily when the stopcock 
of a cylinder contaiuing the liquefied gas under 
pressure is opened. The liquid escapes rapidly, 
a portion becoming a solid. When mixed with 
ether in a dish a temperature of 100° C. is easily 
obtained. Mercury poured on the solid is frozen 
instantly, becoming a white, silver-like mass. A 
bit of the solid may be placed in a red-hot 
crucible over a biast-lamp, and water poured in 
the crucibie, when it will instantly turn 
toice. But the most remarkable fact is that 
this substance may be handled with impunity, 
as probably the gas given off continually pre- 
vents it from coming in actual contact with the 
skin—i. e., it assumes the spheroidal state, like a 
bubble of water on a hot stove. Both the liquid 
and the solid gas are assuming considerable 
technical importance, and may prove of wide ap- 
plication. ' 


The electric method for reducing ores of 
aluminium has stimulated research on the pro- 
duction of this metal. Castner's process for the 
cheap production of the sodium and postassium 
aluminium, required in all of the older processes, 
looks to the same end. This process is es- 
sentially to allow an iron carbide to act 
on the hydroxide or carbonate of the alkalis 
melted ata moderately high temperature. The 
iron carbide is kept beneath the surface, in con- 
stant and intimate contact with the molten al- 
kali. This iron carbide is formed by roasting tar 
and iron in a fine state of division. For eyery 
kilogram of caustic alkali twenty-two kilograms 
of this iron carbide are required. The process is 
carried out in iron crucibles and the yield is up- 
upward of 9 per cent. 


Nature gives a very clear résumé of the 
brilliant work of Ladenburg. particulariy in iden- 
tifying one of the chemical products of the action 
of bacteria upen the human body. He clears up 
completely all doubt as to the composition of one 
of the best known of these ptomaines—cadaverin 
—which he shows to be perfectly identical with 
artificially-prepared penta-methyiene-diamine. A 
short time ago one Dr. Bocklish published the 
results of his researches upon the products of the 
action of Finkler’s bacillus (Vibrio proteus) upon 
sterilized flesh, showing that this bacillus decom- 
poses flesh with formation of the alkaloid cadav- 
erin, Which is non-poisonous, and ammonia, On 
repeating his experiments, however, in presence 
of ordinary putrefaction germs, in addition to 
the Finkler bacilli, he made the remarkable dis- 
covery that an entirely different base, methyl- 
guanidine, of intensely poisonous properties, 
was the chief product; hence the symptoms 
of particular diseases may be due to the poison- 
ous alkaloids formed by the joint action of speci- 
fic bacilli and ordinary putrefactim germs. 
Bocklish made several analyses of the cadaverin 
which he obtained in the first series of experi- 
ments, due to the action of pure cultivation of 
the vibrio proteus, and showed that it differed 
somewhat from that prepared by Ladenburg, and 
hence involved the whole subject in some doubt. 
Happily, Ladenourg has repeated his work. and 
with results exactly coinciding with, those 
of Dr. Bocklish. Hence cadaverin is con- 
clusively proved to be none other 
than penta-methylene-diamine, and must 
— 1 be added to the list of products of 
animal life which have been artificially built up 
and reproduced. The formation of these alka- 
loids during disease or after death has a most 
important bearing upon the treatment of cases 
of suspected poisoning, inasmuch as, whether 
poisonous or not, their reactions differ very little 
from those of the deadly alkaloids; and, in the 
interests of justice, itis to be boped that our 
knowledge of this branch of organic chemistry 
may soon be rendered as complete as possible.

THE NOTED FORGER, BROCKWAY, AT 
AN OPERATIC PERFORMANCE. 


A Bit of France on the Banks of the Bronx 
—Experiences of the Artist and the 
Idler—Wh, Prof. Barron Failed to Get 
.Pupils—Ignorance of the Chemistry of 


Cosmetics—How to Choose a Partner for | 


Life. 

New York, Oct. 13.—[Special Correspond- 
ence.]—One of the news-headings in a jour- 
nal that lies before me says that William E. 
Brockway, the forger, has been released 
from a service of three years and seven 
months in State prison. My first sensation 
of shock 1s, that I am much older than I was 
when I last saw Brockway. He was uo ac- 
quaintance of mine, I hasten to write, and 
yet I was most politely thrown against him 
in an assemblage of wealth and fashion. It 
was at the Academy of Music on a grand- 
opera night. A party of us were in a box. 
Into the adjoining one came a tall, venerable- 
looking man, wearing the conventional even- 
ing costume ofa gentleman. The fact that 
he was all alone, and remained so through 
more than half the performance, served to 
fix my attention on him. Had he been 
accompanied by a woman or two he would 
have passed unnoticed for one of the many 
who. bought boxes for the occasion. He lis- 
tened intently to the music and keenly 
watched the acting. At length a man whom 
I knew as Chief-Detective Byrnes came 
along, stopped to talk a minute with the old 
man, and went away. Then I asked a com- 
panion who the solitary devotee of music 
was, and he sought Byrnes to find out. He 
soon came back with the information that 
our next-box neighbor was Brockway, the 
notorious forger, and that he was to be sen- 
tenced the following morning He had 
pleaded guilty on one of a dozen indictments, 
and had bargained with the Government 
prosecutors to give up a lot of bogus plates if 
they would let him off with a simple sen- 
tence. This was his last day out on bail. He 
was an araent lover of opera, and he chose to 
spend his farewell evening in its enjoyment. 
And hardly a man in the audience looked 
more like a solid, respectable citizen. 

If the truly good people ot New York were 
to shiver every time they touched elbows 
with the wicked in fashionable places the 
town would be chock-full of palsy. The bad 
ones are so audacious. Some envious chap, 
with a rather artistic pencil, has for a week 
past annoyed the Astors and Vanderbilts by 
chalking effigies ot the ladies of those fami- 
lies on the doorsteps of their houses. The 
caricatures had every evidence of extreme 
haste, showing that the midnight portraiture 
was by somebody who didn’t desire to be 
caught at it. He used his crayon with skill 
enough to produce recognizable likenesses, 
however; and the poses were not pleasant. 
He nightly shifted his spot, and so managed 
to elude the vigilance of the private watch- 
men who guard these houses of millionaire- 
ism. He seems to have known when to stop, 
too; for, after arrangements had been made 
to capture him, he did not reappear.

conspicuousness if they would seek quiet 
joys.

ride of New York City is a colony that might 


well be called Little nee. So thoroughly 
and distinctly is it French in almost every 
respect that the visitor might ro him- 
self in the suburbs of Paris. An Artist and 
an Idler went out there last Sunday. 

The Artist had been there before, and he 
piloted the Idler through the little village 
and along a crooked lane toa house that 
stood in the midst of a pretty garden. 

The Bronx flowed by, between stone walls 
that had been built to prevent the banks 
from falling in and choking the gentle little 
river to death.

The Artist called attention to the pictur- 
esque bits of scenery, and said the whole thin 
was just like a section of France drop 
down on the of New York City. The 
Idier called attention to some boats and pro- 

sed a row down the river. The Artist, who 

ad been there before and knew there was a 
current, said he didn’t want to row; but he 
would go along if the Idler wanted some exer- 
cise to get up an appetite for the dinner that 
the innkeeper promised to have ready under 
the trees at noon. And so the Idler achieved a 
feat that the Admiral of the King's navy 
couldn't perform—he navigated the Bronx. 
When he got back he didn’t blame the Ad- 
miral. 

It was picturesque and beautiful between 
the banks of the little river. The trees 
formed arches over the stream most of the 
way, and some times the willows drooped so 
low that the voyageurs had to push the drip- 
ping foliage out of their way. Just below 
the inn is a picnic ground about tifty yards 
in diameter, where the Socialists sometimes 
go when they want to have a quiet time with 
music and beer. They carry their own prov- 
ender and spread their luncheons on tables 
under the trees. At the end of each table is 
acrotched arrangement for supporting a 
beer-keg, and each family party has its own 
geg of beer on tap. Formerly the grounds 
were within the limits of New York City, 
and freedom of music and beer was some- 
what restricted. But the proprietor was a 
man fertile in resources. He discovered that 
when the Bronx River was made the dividing 
line between New York and Westchester 
County it was stipulated that all isiands 
should be considered as wholly in West- 
chester. What was simpler than to make an 
island of his little fiftv-yard park? A ditch 
a few feet wide dug around the park, deep 
enough to let the waters of the Bronx flow 
through, removed the Sunday picnic from 
the jurisdiction of the Puritans of New York, 
and the beer flows in the park as peacefully 
and freely as water in the Bronx. 

When the voyageurs returned up the river 
they heard the Hermitage bell calling them 
to dinner. The landlord served a little 
French dinner on a table under a big tree. 
The Artist and the idler followed the exam- 
ple of other diners in the garden, and re- 
moved their vests and collars. They took as 
much time as they pleased for each course. 
Nobody seemed to be in a hurry, and even 
the waiters moved witha deliberation that 
was restful. The Idler had discovered by 
rowing up stream

the Bronx, and he needed rest. While they 
were at dinner they watched two young men 
and two young women playing some mild 
French game. The Artist said one of the 
young women was very graceful in her move- 
ments; and he interrupted the progress of 
many a morsel. towards the Idler’s mouth by 
enthusiastically calling attention to a pose 
which he said was unconscious, or exclaim- 
ing; “Look at that action! Isn’t it charac- 
teristically French? You never see that 
charming freedom of action, that coquettish, 
unstudied grace in any but a French woman. 
I tell you this whole thing 1s just like a scene 
in France.“ The Idler subsequently discov- 
ered that the young womun was German.

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PAULUS LOSES HIS VOICE THROUGH 
SINGING IT EVERY NIGHT. 


Theresa Seeking @ Divoree in Order to 
Mgrry a Prince—The Greatest Shop- 
keeper ian Paris Made a Knight of the 
Legion of Honor—Simmons’ Statue of 
Longfellow— Paris Seeking American Aid 
to Establish an Ambulance system. 


Panis, France, Oct. 2.— [Special Corre- 
spondence. |—Lovers of beer-garden singing 
are in dispair. Paulus’ voice has given out. 
Whether he will regain it or not is prob- 
lematic. For the present he is silent; and 
for some weeks to come, at least, he will re- 
main so. What injured his voice? It was, 
doubtless, the effort required to sing over 
and over again each evening the song, En 
Revenant de la Revue, otherwise known as 
the Boulanger March.” This, as all the 
world knows, is merely an old polka, written 
some fifteea years ago in honor of the Queen 
of Italy and widely circulated under the 
name Margherita Polka.” Paulus got hold 
of it and found that he could sing the rather 
“catchy” air. So he had some wretched 
doggerel set to it and began singing it every 
night at the big beer-garden where he was 
engaged to entertain women of the town and 
their male companions. It is now just about 
u year since he brought out the Boulanger 
March” song. He had the assurance to 
claim it as a purely original composition, 
and, I believe, he still sticks to it, although 
every one knowsitis absurd. But the piece 
did not win any great popularity until last 
March, when Paulus went ‘o the Ministry of 
War and sang it to Gen. Boulanger, and the 
latter exclaimed, “It ought to be made the 
national song of France!“ 

Paulus gets a royalty of 50 per cent on all 
copies of the song sold in France. Up to the 
present nearly 300, 000 copies have been sold, 
and I am told that his income therefrom has 
been fully 8600 a month. This alone is a nice 
income. How much he gets for singing at 
the beer garden I do not know, but I suppose 
it is at least $0 a night. You may therefore 
understand that Paulus is well-off. He has 
lately paid $25,000 for a house in Paris, and 
he owns a country-seat which cost him every 
penny of $75,000, He lives, dresses, and 
drives out in a style becoming a millionaire. 
Now that his voice is broken he does not go 
to the beer-garden, but once a week he sends 
his liveried servants around to the office with 
his carriage to draw his salary and bring it 
home to him. 

Paulus’ real name is Paul Habans. He is a 
native of Bordeaux and is about 45 years old. 
He has been a comic public singer ever since 
he grew up to manhood. At first he was in a 
small way. For years he aid not earn more 
than $12 to 815 a week. He found that 
there were plenty of competitors who 
could sing just as well as he. 80 
he had to resort to other means of making 
progress. Audacious eccentricity became 
then his watchword. When the other sing- 
ers took to wearing cuffs fifteen inches in 
circumference about their wrists he came 
out with cuffs a yard in circumference, mak- 
ing him look as though his hands were stick- 
ing out of beer-barrels. When large nose- 
gays appeared he adorned the lapel of his 
coat with a cauliflower encircled with a 
wreath of mammoth sunflowers. When the 
others affected low-cut shirt-collars he had 
his bosoms cut open almost to the waist- 
band. These tricks, more than his singing, 
attracted attention. Thousands flocked 
nightly to see what new trick he would dis- 
play. So he won fame and fortune. As his 
songs were almost always political and satir- 
ical, and often scandalous, he made man 
enemies. Frequently he,was threatened with 
violence, and more than once was on the 
verge of a duel. In preparation for emer- 
gencies he studied boxing, fencing, and pis- 
tol-shooting, until now-he would be, in either 
of the three, one of the most dangerous an- 
tagonists in France. But as yet he never has 
om 2 compelled to put his prowess to actual 
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Speaking of Paulus calls to mind another 
n concert-hall singer. I 
mean Theresa. For some time she seems to 
have ag & out of public notice. Why? 
Probably because she has been-overshadowed 
by Paulus and his Boulanger song. She is 
still singing and posturing 4s attractively as 
ever—considering her age. She is about the 
best preserved woman onthe boards. How 
old is she! I should say at least 50 and more 
likely 55. Yet, when she is singing and 
dancing in the big beer-garden, you would 
say she was not over 20. ell, she will soon 
regain her ascendency and overshadow 
Paulus, though in a new sphere. She is go- 
ing to getadivorce. The case is already set 
for trial, and there isa lively advance de- 
mand for seats in court. The revelations at 
the triai will be very scandalous, they say. 
e Theresa used to lead a rather gay 
life. I don't know that she has ever settled 
down into Quaker-like primness. Her hus- 
band, M. Doeval, used to be an actor. He 
was also at one time manager of the Alcazar 
concert and beer garden. So we may imag- 
ine that he, too, has had his fling. 

Theresa owes her fame and wealth to an 
enemy. For years she used to sirg for a few 
francs a night in obscure places, where ar- 
tistic talent was not valued and where “ off 
color“ songs and accompanying gestures 
were most.desired. She made a good income, 
no doubt, from her male acquaintances. But 
the places where she sang were not those 
where she was likely to pick up millionaire 
lovers. But she got a certain notoriety in 
her way and became so well known as to get 
the attention of M. Louis Venillot. This 
gentleman used to be the most radical and 
blatant infidel in France. But he got con- 
verted and became a particularly devoted 
son of the church. In the zeal of a new con- 
vert he wrote a very brilliant but bitter book. 
This was called The Bad Smells of Paris.“ 
Its object was to expose the vices and cor- 
ruption of the city and show the need of the 
church to correct them. Well, chief among 
the stenches which  offena the nos- 
trils of morality he mentioned Theresa. 
He pictured her as a danger- 
ously attractive woman, of profligate 
life, who sang songs of the most immoral 
character. is book had a tremendous cir- 
culation. The passage about Theresa was 
one of the strongestin the book, and it set 
every one to talking about her. Thousands 
who had never heard of her began to inquire, 
„% Who is Theresa!“ Who is this terriply 
wicked woman whom Veniliot describes?“ 
In a day, therefore, she became famous. She 
left the miserable rookeries where she had 
been singing and appeared in the finest con- 
cert-halis of Paris at $300 a night. She began 
to put on the airs of a Princess, and, indeed, 
became so much the fashion that actuai 
Princesses were eager to imitate her dress 


and her style of hair-dressing. 


Theresa is now very rich. Her entire fort- 
une must be considerably more than $1,000,- 
000. She still sings every night for a salary 
of $2,000,a week, and probably gets a good 
deal more than that from the numerous ad- 
mirers who cluster about her. It is said that 
she wants a divorce in order to marry again. 
Her second husband—he has promised to be- 
come her husband as soon as she is free from 
M. Donval—is a Russian who bears the title 
of Prince, and comes of a. very ancient and 
aristocratic family—connected, indeed, with 


the imperial family itself. 


The bestowal of the cross of a Knight of 
the Legion of Honor upon Mme.

Mr. Booth’s Hamlet was perhaps the only 
portrayal in which he failed to realize the ex- 
pecvation of his admirers during the week, 
his acting in what ought to be, if it is not, his 
best-loved part, being marked by a coldness 
which savored of indifference. He was 
probably “not in the mood.” Itis difficult 
to believe, as some are inclined to do, that he 
is wo far declined mto the vale of years to 
fecl as keenly as of yore the sensitive and al- 
most feminine-fibred passion of the Danish 
Prince; for to the great ones of the past who 
bave acted the most facile and formidable 
role in the range of drama time has only in- 
creased the tenderness they felt for 
it, and custom has never staled its 
infinit variety. Mr. Booth has now reached 
the age of 54. Tho first great actor of Ham- 
let (leaving out of consideration Burbage) 
was Thomas Betterton, who did not relin- 
quish the part until he was nearly 70. His 
severest critic, Anthony Aston, writes that a 
younger man might have personated Hamlet 
though (observe the distinction) he could not 
have acted it better. They say, and truly, 
thai it is only when a woman has grown too 
old to personate Juliet that she is capable 
cf understanding the beauty of youth and 
the pathos of love; and it is not until a man 
has lived out the illusions of life and thought 
and suffered deeply that he reaches the hich 
calm of Hamlet's nature, its gloom without 
bitterness, its resignation without despair, 
its noble sweetness wedded to the 
deepest sorrow. “It seems to me,” 
wrote William Charles Macready, while 
ruminating upon the play of Hamlet, 


and “upon the divine spirit which God lent 


to that man Shakspeare, to create such in- 
wellectual realities full of beauty and power, 


inheriting the ordinary wickednesses of hu- 


manity, the means of attracting so strongly 
the affections and wonder of men, it seems to 
me asif only now, at 51 years of age, I thor- 
oughly see and appreciate the artistic power 
of Shakspeare in this great human phenom- 
enon.” No man should ever think himself 
toe old to act Hamlet, for every one should 


feel that in Shakspearean characters imper- 


sonation is second to interpretation. It is to 
younger men of the stage, like Mr. Wilson 
Barrett—men who see only the romantic ac- 
ticn of the drama and not its philosophy, not 
its deep humanity—that we owe portrayals of 
Hamlet that appeal only to the eye or to the 
story—loving instinct that might satiate itself 
as well in Gaboriau as in Shakspeare. 
We needs must love the highest when we 
seit,“ as Tennyson has it, and the highest 
in acting is not mere mimucry, but the power 
of bringing the poet closer to the heart of 
the people. 

As the world has grown older since Ham- 
jet“ was written, so has the sentiment, ex- 
cited by the greatest of tragedies, softened 
and deepened, and the péssimism of the 
nineteenth century, a reflective age, is differ- 
entin degree from that of the sixteenth, 
when the Anglo-Saxon world was in the 
throes of its highest achievement. In act-

PHILADELPUIA, Pa., Oct. 13.—[Special Cor- 
respondence.|—So many people whom you 
meet now for the first time in weeks or 
months explain that they have just got back 
from Europe that, if one hadn’t seen the 
throngs along the Jersey coast, at Newport, 
Saratoga, and the rest of the resorts, he 
might fancy al! the Quaker City had spent 
its holiday across the sea. 

People who rush through Europe always 
come back with more or less knowledge. But, 
for my own part, I think the ordinary two 
months’ tour has just about as much value as 
eight weeks’ study of French. It generally 
suffices to teach most peopie, however, that 
living on the other side, taken as a whole, 
and quality for quality, is quite as dear as in 
the United States. 

How many a sad waking-up there has been 
on that point! How many delusions of cheap 
travel have been blown away by the cold 
wind of fact! How charming these $200 
tours look on paper, and how maddening in 
reality! Unless you have the hardihood and 
the ardor of a penitent making a pilgrimage 
for his soul’s good, don't attempt to do 
Europe on the cheap plan, It always means 
nasty as well as cheap. It means to the av- 
erage man or woman self-denial, worry, ana 
disappointment. And, no matter how large 
even your letter of credit may be, you will 
be pretty sure to be dead broke coming back. 
All your fellow passengers will.be likewise; 
and the vain hope of everyone will be to 
borrow a trifle from some one else. It is al- 
ways 80. 

I met Daniel Dougherty, the silver - tongued 
and all that, yesterday. He had just come 
over with the throng from the other side. 
He looked so remarkably well, so chirpy and 
springy, that it was a chestnut to his ears to 
hear: Why, Daniel, you have reached your 
highest point of age and are growing back 
towards boyhood!” He is almost as well 
known and popular in the big cities peyond 
the sea as he is on this side of the ocean, and 
he received a great deal of attention from 
people of importance, especially in London 
and Paris. He spent most of his time in En- 

land, by the way, and a good deal of it in 

ndon alone. He went very frequently, as 
he always does when in England, to the 
House of Cpmmons, and listened to the de- 
bates on thé Irish question. He is naturally, 
of course, @shrewd observer of the charac- 
teristics of the most noted men among the 
English 8 as you may infer if you 
have seen him give his exquisit imitations of 
Gladstone and some others. 

The Irish question, he said, is the upper- 
most topic of conversation everywhere in 
England; and politics always began with the 
soup at dinner and remained as long as there 
was aman left to discuss it. The justice 
of the Irish cause, he said, is making a de- 
cided headway among all classes in England; 
and he gave it to me as his opinion that the 
Irish would have home rule within five years. 
The masses, whom it used to be so difficult to 
move, are now, he said, becoming strongly 
interested in the Irish cause; and even in 
aristocratic gatherings, where formerly the 
feeling was always strongly pro-English, 
there are now always some who. will speak 
out in favor of the Irish. So strong is the 
feeling on the subject that even strangers 
can hardly escape being drawn into the dis- 
cussion. a stranger ventures no political 
opinion, he is certain to have one quickly laid 
before him; and he will thus politely 
— into expressing either assent or dis- 
sen 

But the most startling of all the genial 
Daniel’s opinions was one to the effect that 
Charles Stewart Parnell cannot be long for 
this world. Mr. Dougherty observed him 
closely in the House, and he says that it was 
impossible not to notice that the great Irish 
leader had lost terribly in physical strength. 

Daniel himself has plunged again into the 
law. His masterly—and, what is more, his 
suceessful—speech in the Cleary trial last 
spring gave him such a boom in New York 

e Quaker city courts and society are 
likely to see much less of him this coming 
winter than they will like to.

VIOTORIA’S REIGN-ART. 


Wnen John Ruskin was asked some years ago 
to go down to Bradford and deliver an address on 
the text of a new board of trade building. as we 
would say, he spoke, of course, with that over- 
powering grotesque candor which has been the 
most conspicuous and most constant trait of his 
mind. He said to the Yorkshire merchants, 
some of whom, perhaps, had deals on the board 
in Chicago: ou hear of me, among others, as 
a respectable architectural man-milliner; and you 
send for me that I may tell you the leading 
fashion; What is, in our shops, for the moment, 
the newest and sweetest thing in pinnacles. 
He reminded them that in architecture nations 
and epochs expressed their highest prevailing 
sentiment. “Your Greek worshiped wis- 
dom and built you the Parthenon. The Medieval 
worshiped consolation and built you virgin 
temples, also, but to Our Lady of Salvation, 
Then the Revivalists worshiped beauty of 
& sort and built you Versailles and the 
Vatican.“ He asked: *‘What do we worship 
and what do we build? “We have a nominal 
religion,“ he answered, to which we pay tithes 
of property and sevenths of time; but we have 
also a practical and earnest religion to which we 
devote nine-tenths of our property and six- 
sevenths of our time.“ 

The study of the development of art during 
the Victorian reign is ample confirmation of 
what may seem at first mere extravagance on 
Ruskin's part. He told the Bradford folk that 
the goddess of England was Britannia Agoraia— 
Britannia of the Market, the goddess of getting 
on. He might have pointed out to them that it 
was not tne deity of wisdom as with the Greeks, 
nor of piety as with the Medievals, nor of 
beauty as with the Renaiscents, but the deity of 
market, the goddess of getting on that had built 
up fine art in England. Nothing is easier, 
nothing is more common, than to snéer at any 
supposed interest of trade in art. Nothing lends 
itself more pliantly to jest than the dabbling of 
the speculator in grain or pork in matters 
esthetic. Yet it is a fact which neither rail- 
lery nor skepticism can push aside that it 
is to her merchants and manufacturers that 
England is much indebted for the marvel- 
ous, if comparatively iate, growth which 
she accomplished in fine arts and in the 
application of their principles to the industrial 
arts. Britannia Agoraia may be thrifty and 
frugal, a shrewd and unscrupulous bargain- 
driver. But she has proven that she has in- 
herited something more than her title from 
Athens; for even from France, the first of great 
modern countries to carry taste into manufact- 
ures, has come the cry that English porcelain, 
owing to its now superior handling and superb 
decoration, is underselling Limoges and other 
celebrated faience in the markets of both conti- 
nents. 

The story, therefore, of art in the Victorian 
reign is of interest, not only historically as it re- 
gards that country, but essentially for the light 
it casts upon our ows opportunities and the 
grave hints it contains for our commerce and in- 
dustries. Out of resources no greater than our 
Own, not sogreat in many localities, art growth 
has been matured of a magnitude difficult of ap- 
preciation; whose intellectual and moral ele- 
ments are profoundly interesting and influential; 
and whose service in the refinement of the na- 
tional spirit, not through fine art exclusively, 
but throughout the almost endless category of 
subordinate industries, it remains for the his- 
torian of another reign adequately to estimate. 
But let it be borne in mind that it was com- 
merce and manufactures that made this growth 
possible. 

London is now rich in art societies, which 
give annual exhibitions, and among whose mem- 
bers are many whose fame is coextensive with 
the world of taste. Fifty years ago only four of 
these societies existed, while such organizations 
were all but unknown outside the metropolis. 
It is not quite fifty years since the national gal- 
lery was erected. Its nucleus was a private col- 
lection, and its walls gathered noble works 
slowly. The nucleus of the British Museum was 
also a private collection, and the present building 
was not completed until long after the reigning

But as soon as the instinct 
of art—the prineiple of beauty is only another a

factures pleasing. It is not all in Brompton; it 
is abroad all over England; it has agents and 
teachers in Scotland and Ireland and sends 
casts and models wherever there are lodg- 
ing and care for them. Fine art is only one t 
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its objects; it is the greatest promoter of beauty 
in industrial art that the world has ever seem. 
Yet it is only fifty years or so ago that a select 2

his father won fame. It will be a broad but 
silent field, and a work in which there can be 
no worldly glory. If he had chosen to join 
the secular priesthood he might perhaps 
have won even temporal fame in some hi 
ecclesiastical office; but, by the rules of the 
order, no Jesuit is permitted to accept pre- 
ferment pb aye 1 society, except by special 
command o Pope.

There is not 
one of importance that has not schools of design 
practically free; there 1s not one that is failing to 
adorn itself with beautiful buildings; and there 
is not one whose men of wealth, if not utterly 
devoid of public pride, have not lavishly con- 
tributed toward this advance. The benefits are 
to be seen not merely in the improved morality 
of communities that not so long ago were semi- 
barbarian, not merely in the libraries which al- 
ways appear with the museums, but in improved 
products, textile and metallic, whose superiority 
the civilized world has been compelled to ac- 
knowledge. 

As the purpose of this article is rather to call 
attention to the natural, healthful, and mutually 
invigorating relationsbip of art and trade, the 
readers of THE TRIBUNE who wish to learn more 
in detail the history of artin England during the 
present reign can most conveniently do so in the 
second volume of the work which serves as 4 
nominal text. Perhaps it will be enought for all 
but specialists that a very brief sketch be given 
of fine art in England for fifty years. Fifty 
years ago the names of the little group of En- 
glish painters of eminence included Sir Martin 
Shee, President of the Academy; Turner, Rus- 
kin’s idol, was then 62 years old, and over no 
mental horizon was the dawn of his celebrity 
apparent. It required a genius to interpret him; 
perhaps another age will say that there was more 
genius in the interpretation than in its subject. 
There were Eastiake and Mulready, Leslie and 
Wilkie, Landseer who was at his best; Maclhise, 
Charles Barry, Chantrey, and Gibson. There was 
Robert Haydon, the friend of Keats and a fre- 
quent inmate of the debtor's prison; a man of 
powerful genius, so disappointed and so onap- | 
preciated that he wrote in his diary, “ Stret¢i- 
me no longer on the rack of this rough world” 
and committed suicide. 

The three men to whom, looking purely from 
the side of idealism, England owes most in art 
are Sir John Millais, Holman Hunt, and Dante 
Gabriel Rosetti. But the man more than ail 
others to whom England is indebted for opening 
her eyes to see what art was doing is John Rus- 
kin. Shut up in mulls, buried in mines, poring 
over ledgers, grubbing in every nook and 
corner of her crowded towns, England was 
blind and deaf to art. There were 
traditions of great continental painters who had 
spent years in the court and among the aristo- 
crats; there were a few glorious paintings in col- 
lections that were from time to time open to the 
general multitude. But the mind of England 
was bent over business; and ninety-and-nine of 
every hundred of her people were living in the 
conviction that art, like land and titles, like 
foxes, deer, and partridges, belonged only to the 
privileged few. An inspired apostle, 2 man with 
gifts almost divine, a teacher who would puzzle 
and perplex, as well as clear up and convince, 
was as necessary for material England during 
Victoria’s reign as were the men, whose num- 
bers were so rapidly to mcrease, who would fill 
her galleries with beauty and breathe the breath 
of the beautiful all over ber communities,

AUGUSTA EVANS 

A VISIT TO THE FAMOUS 80 
AUTHOR. 
— — 

Mer Beautiful Home Near Mobile—Her 
Early Life and Her Present Sur- 
roundings—Her Work in Times of 
War and Peace—A Successful Writer 
Who Is Also a Model Wife and House- 
keeper. 

New Orleans : Three miles out 
from Mobile on the pretty Spring Hill road, 
and just opposit the gray-walled Convent of 
the Visitation, is a beautiful old-fashioned 
house where lives Mrs. Augusta Evans Wil- 
son, the famous Southern novelist. 

The house is separated from the street bya 
broad lawn, through which the driveway, 
shaded by an avenue of oaks, sweeps up to 
the yard gate, where the oaks give way to 
shrubbery and the fluted Corinthian pillars 
of the wide veranda show above the mass of 
jasmine and japonicas and the fragrant mag- 
nolia frascati. It is a typical Southern home 
—a raised cottage, with generous galleries 
and flaring wings in the rear, and a wide 
hall out of which opens a long drawing- 
room, with a cozy room, half library, half 
boudoir, just beyond, with delicately tinted 
walls covered with engravings and etchings, 
with bere and there an effective dash of 
color. Heavy} bookcases stood against the 
walls, and everywhere were dainty bits of 
bric-a-brac and souvenirs of the artistic and 
literary tastes of the owner. There were two 


exquisit portraits of Jean Ingelow sent by 


the English poet to her sister author on this 
side of the Atiantic, and another picture of 
a strong, sweet, womanly face—the gifted 
author of Rutledge.“ On the table in the 
corner in a richly-bound volume was the 
manuscript of “ Vashti,” from which the 
type was set, the writing showing clean and 


| flowing with a bold downward sweep of the 


pen. 

It was in this charming and characteristic 
room that a Picayune reporter found Mrs. Au- 
gusta Evans Wilson enjoying a well-earned 
rest after her recent literary labors. - The 
announcement that, after almost a decade of 
silence, the author of Beulah,”’ St. Elmo.“ 
and “ Vashti” had again taken up her pen 
and that a new novel would soon be given to 


the public has created no little stir, not only 
in the literary world, but among people who 
do not belong to the ordinary class of novel- 
readers, but to whom the wr'tings of Augusta 
Evans have been household words for more 
than twenty years. 

The plot and motif of the new story, 
which is called “ At the Mercy of Tiberius,’ 
are of course still the author’s and publish- 
er’s secret, and Mrs. Wilson would say noth- 
ing further than that the title of the book is 
so far misleading in that the story is one of 
contemporaneous life, and has nothing to do 
with the Roman Emperor from whom it bor- 
rows its name. The book is more cosmopoli- 
tan than any of her previous works and of 
wider scope. To the new novel Mrs. Wilson 
has given the patient thought and labor and 
the fruit of her mature genius, and it needs 
no prophet to predict for At the Mercy of 
Tiberius a success greater even than that 
achieved by her earlier works. 

Augusta Evans was born in Columbus, 
Ga., in 1835. When a young child her parents 
moved to Texas, on the Mexican border, and 
there she played among the ruins of the 
Alamo and lived amidst the scenes she 80 
vividly portrayed later in Inez.“ After 
three years of frontier life her parents re- 
moved to Mobile, where she has lived ever 
since. She was very delicate as a child, by 
far too frail to stand the confinement and re- 
straint of a schoolroom; but, passionately 
fond of reading, she made books her friends 
and companions, and from’ them obtained 
the vast erudition that has been a marvel to 
ali her readers. Like Mrs. Browning, Au- 
gusta Evans might have said: 

“ Bddks, books, books! 

I bad found the secret of that garret room, 

Piled high with cases in my father’s name, 

The first book first, and how I felt it beat 

Under my pillow in the morning’s dark. 

She never had any schoolmaster except her 
wise mother-—-a rare woman, the mother of 
many children—who still found time amongst 
her many cares to direct the keen intellect 
and foster the genius of her gifted child. 

Writing came to Mrs. Wilson as the natural 
means of expression, and when she was but 
15 years she wrote her first novel, 
„Inez,“ as a Christmas present for her 
father and mother, working on it stealthily 
by night in order to complete it secretly be- 
fore the holidays came. Bighteen months 
later the novel was published by the Har- 
pers, and had wonderful and immediate suc- 
cess. 

In 1859 she published Beulah,” perhaps 
the most popular of all ber novels, and since 
then Mrs. Wilson has written to a constantly 
increasing clientele of readers. Her books 
have sold by the hundred thousand, and 
it is a fact gratifying alike to author 
and publisher that the sales are constantly 
increasing, being ‘materially larger in the 
last two years, in spite of the fact that some 
of them have run out the original copyright 
of twenty-eight years and are being reissued 
under an extended copyright. 

In speaking of the popularity of her books 
and of the severity with which the critics 
had handled some of them, Mrs. Wilson toid 
with a charming smile an anecdote of the 
war. 

„Some one, she said, was once lament- 
ing that President Davis and Gen. Beaure- 
gard were not better friends, when a by- 
stander exclaimed, What difference does it 
make to Beauregard whether he is in favor 
with those in authority or not so long as the 
people name their steamboats and babies 
atter him.“ 

And certainly by that test no author has 80 
captured the fancy of the people or so touched 
their bearts, and she may well smile at the 
critics when hundreds of living Beulahs and 
Inezes do homage to her ideal women, and 
every State in the South has its towns 
named in honor of St. Elmo, and Macaua, and 
Vashti. 

Mr. Carleton, who, with the exception of 
her first book, has published all of Augusta 
Evans Wilson’s novels, himself told the story 
ofthe purchase of Vashti,““ and said that 
Mrs. Wilson was the only author whose work 
he would purchase without seeing. He sent 
her a check for $5,000 for the manuscript of 
‘‘Vashti’’ before he even sawit. So énor- 
mous was the sale of this book and so great 
the profits to the publisher, that Mr. Carie- 
ton, after having purchased it outright, a 
few years ago voluntarily restored the copy- 
right to the author. 

rs. Wilson has always, written with a 
motif, and her stories are none the less 
strong for the morals that underlie them. 
* Beulah” is an eloquent argument against 
infidelity, “ St. Elmo“ arraigns dueling, and 
„Vashti“ is a masterly study of the mar- 
riage bond. Through the subtle means of 
thrilling stories she has preached her ser- 
mous to hundreds of thousands, and it is no 
small tribute te her as author and woman to 
say that all her teachings have been for puri- 
ty and goodness. 

When “Beulah” and “Inez” were first 
publisned Augusta Evans was almost the 
only Southern woman who had essayed an 
entrance into the field of letters, anc the suc- 
cess of her books was in some sort the proph- 
ecy of the time to come when Southern fle- 
tion would be the fashion—when Cable would 
lisp the soft Creole patois, when Miss Mur- 
free would delight the world with East Ten- 
nessee idyls, when Harris would make piny 
woods tackies ”’ 8 and Page would 
bring back “ de ays befo’ de wah.”

Trains will be worn at receptions and 


church weddings this winter, but dancing- 


dresses will be made short. 

Beaded epaulets are still fashionably em- 
ployed for giving a dressy effect to the 
bodice, as well as shortening the length be- 
tween the high collar and the top of the 
sleeve. 

There is but little change to note as yet in 
the fashion of furs. The most important 
this season is the introduction of a pelerine, 
with long square-paneled fronts, after a fash- 
ion in vogue over a hundred years ago. 

Importations of French millinery reveal 
the fact that there is but slignt difference in 
the effect of trimmings, there being no radi- 
cal change either in the general style or 
contour of the new models. The garnitures 
are placed but a trifle lower upon the bon- 
net and a bit more of breadth is given at the 


sides. 

New velvety feit bonnets are daily brought 
out in very handsome fall shades. These 
are shaped with coronet fronts, pointed 
brims, much resembling the Bo-Peep model 
of last spring, and also the brim toque so be- 
coming to oval faces. The felts are trimmed 
with row upon row of pinked felt, cords of 
velvet with loops to match, embroidery, and 
changeable and watered velvet. 

Hoods are again added to every sort of 
wearing apparel upon which they can ap- 
propriately be placed. Clerical hoods are 
worn upon the backs of the close-fitting En- 
glish top coats of tweed, as well as upon 
many other models. Thougb most hoods are 
ornamental some are designed to be useful 
as weil. Rounded, flat, pointed, shirred, 
plaited, and even heart-shape, they appear 
upon Newmarkets, pelerines, visites, ulsters 
tea-gowns, matinées, wuterproofs, an 
French-made nightdresses, of Chinese wush- 
ing, silk lace trimmed. 

4 revival among the season’s fashions is 
the making of sleeves of a different material 
from the bodice, these very usually of a fab- 
ric matching the vest and paneis. In point 
of economy this is an excellent arrangement. 
In point of good taste or artistic effect the 
fashion is not @ success. 

English tailors are designing new wool 

wns with double or second skirts, and plain 
ower ones made very full at the back. There 
is often a band of fur or plush at the foot of 
the plain skirt, or else the entire skirt is fin- 
ished without even the usual foot-plaiting, so 
that nothing unnecessary may be added to 
the weight. The long tunic falls in plaits 
from the waist down, with an open space on 
one side or both, or else it may be plain in 
front, with merely plaits behind. In this 
case it is caught up high in a careless fashion 
on one side and held by silk-cord ornaments 
or a handsome buckle. The tendency is 
towards straight-back draperies that are 
made sufficientivy full and bouffant by the 
ample tournure beneath. 

Pale almond and delicate rose combined 
with dark-green velvet are three colors 
which are to be exceedingly fashionable this 
winter in evening toilets of various elegant 
kinds. Different shades ef these exquisit 
hues are equally becoming to blonde or bru- 
net, and their beauty will be enhanced by 
silk embroideries and garnitures of a new, 
beautiful lace whose web-like mesh and in- 
tricate designs closely resemble the daintiest 
patterns in real point, but, being executed by 
machinery under a new and wonderful proc- 
ess, the lace costs iess than a fifth the value 
of the real. 

All the changes having been rung on 
basques, bodices, and jackets, polonaises 
will receive a large share of favor this Win- 
ter, and the soft camel's-hair goods, melton 
and suitings of various kinds will be utili 
for the long, stately redingotes to be worn 
over striped, plaided, or in velvet skirts. 
One of the new wool stuffs has heavy lines 
woven in triple rows that are so wide and so 
prominent that they resemble Soutache braid 
applied in bias rows. This is the result of 

e furor for braid trimmings that so widely 
prevailed. 

The elegant short dresses for visiting and 
afternoon reception toilets sent out by French 
modistes are combinations of two kinds of 
velvet, or else of India cashmere with velvet, 
or perhaps the new velvet-striped corded 
silks are used with plain rich-finished gros- 
grain silks and plain velvet. Gray in man 
exquisit shades, deep biue, dark Roman red, 
golden bronze, terra-cotta dahlia, and moss 
und olive greens are the prevailing colors in 
such suits, and there is usually a contrasting 
color, or at least bright shades to relieve the 
dark dyes. Striped fabrics still play a con- 
spicuous part in most of these dresses, and 
are made especially effective in basques 
when arranged to taper at the back forms 
and to slope diagonally on the sides to a point 
in front or else néxt the waist. 

A great many stylish gowns are made of 
plain cloth combined. with striped or plaided 
material. Olive, bronze, and the gay au- 
tumn-leaf shades look exceedingly well, 
either mixed in the same material or worn 
interspersed with golden brown. These warm 
autumn dresses stand àu great deal of wear, 
and, while handsome, are not expensive. 
Piaids and checks are becoming more and 
more fashionable. They will evidently be in 
favor this winter. Many women who do not 
admire a dress made wholly of plaids use 
them to relieve a plain one. There are dis- 
played some immense staring block and plaid 
patterns in brillant color combinations, 
whicb catch the eye, only to offend it. 

Fine smooth Austrian broadcloths, trimmed 
with Soutache in appliaué or embroidered 
with dark-shaded silks and beads, are among 
the elegant fabrics imported for tailor gowns 
for visiting and carriage wear. They come 
in open designs of cut-work richly wrought 
in borders on the selvedge or in breadths for 
front or side panels, and are made up ever 
velvet, plush, or moiré, with fur trimmings. 
Waistcoats of velvet, decorated with beading 
or cut-work, are imported ready-made, to 
complete basques of these rich cloths. Fur 
in lengthwise rows is seen on the front and 
sides of cloth skirts, while that on eutside 
coats is confined to the front and back in 
lengthwise rows. 

Tue new tea-jackets are convenient and 
pretty. One example is in dove gray plush, 
the shape that of an Incroyable coat, the sil- 
ver lace edging to which falls over one of 
black lace, the two ruffles bordering an em- 
broidered silk waistcoat. A black lace skirt 
is worn with this jacket. A creamy- white 
plush jacket, loose-fronted and close-fittin 
at the back, opens over 4 soft cream sil 
plastron figured with tiny gold figures. The 
waist line is marked by a gold cord, the 
knotted ends of which fall over the cream- 
lace skirt. The jacket is edgea with a nar- 
row cord of the same color, and lace ruffies 
are plaited at throat and sleeves. Black vel- 
vet yokes and girdles are added te many of 
the waistcoats of crépe lisse, cream surah, 
and faille worn beneath these tea-jackets.
